ENEMY  FORCES  REAGH 

NORTH  BANK  OF  MARNE 


((Unable  to  Overcome  Stout  Resistance  of  Allies  in 
Neighborhood  of  Soissons  and  Rheims — Ber- 
lin Claims  Capture  of  45,000  Prisoners 
and  JAorfr  Than  400  Guns 


PARIS,  May  31. — German  attacks  on  French  positions 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Ailette  River  have  been  repulsed. 

The  Germans  have. reached  the  Marne,  light  detachments 
having  penetrated  as  far  as  the  river  between  Charteves  and 
Uoulgonne. 

On  the  right  flank  of  the  battle  area  the  situation  is  un- 
changed, which  also  is  the  condition  west  and  north  of  Rheims, 
according  to  the  official  statement  issued  by  the  War  Office 


tonight.    The  statement  reads: 

"On  our  left  •wing.  In  the  region  of 
the  Lower  Ailette,  the  Germans  have 
continued  their  pressure  during  the 
course  of  the  day.  Our  troops  have 
broken  all  enemy  attacks  in  the  re- 
gion  of  Bleranoourt  and  west  of  this 
locality.  The  enemy,  who  had  suc- 
ceeded in  crossing  the  Olse  east  of 
Semptgny.  was  repulsed  fin  the  right 
hank  of  the  river. 

Chocked  West  of  8olssons 

"The  principal  effort  of  the  enemy 
has  been  In  the  sector  of  Soissons 
and  further  to  the  south.  In  the  dir- 
ection of  Neuilly. 

"To  the  west  of  Soissons  our  troops 
have  delivered  vigorous  counter-at- 
tacks, and  have  arrested  all  the 
enemy's  efforts,  inflicting  very  heavy 
losses.  The  enemy  was  unahlay»  .to 
make  any  progress  in  this  direction. 

"On  the  other  hand  the  enemy  has 
been  able  to  win  some  ground  to  the 
west  of  the  road  from  Soissons  to 
Chateau  Thierry,  and  la  the  direction 
•of  thin  town  he  has  passed  Culchy-la- 
Vllle  and   Culchy-le-Chateau. 

"In  the  centre  weak  German  forces 
have  reached  the  north  bank  of  the 
Marne  between  Charteves  and  Joul- 
gonne. 

"On  our  right  the  situation  Is  un- 
changed, as  well  as  to  the  northwest 
and  to  the  north  of  Rheims." 
Extend  Battle  Front 

The  day  statement  follows: 

"The  Germans  extended  their  ef- 
forts on  the  right  as  far  as  the  Olse 
by  violent,  attacks  in  the  region  of 
the  Ailette.  The  French  fell  back, 
fighting  on  positions  to  the  north  of 
the  line.  Blerancourt-Epagny. 

"In  the  region  of  Soissons  and  fur- 
ther south  the  German  attack  broke 
down  through  the  heroic  resistance 
of  the  French,  who  maintained  their 
positions  in  the  western  outskirts  of 
the  town  and  along  the  road  to 
Chateau  Thierry. 

"In  the  centre  the  Germans  suc- 
ceeded in  making  a  slight  advance  in 
the  region  north  of  the  Marne.  Fur- 
ther east,  as  well  as  northwest  and 
north  of  Rheims,  all  German  efforts 
to  make  progress  were  vain.  An 
energetic  counter-attack  by  the 
French  won   back   Thlllols." 

RaMfl   Along   British   Front 

LONDON,  May  SI.— "There  is 
toothing  of  special  Interest  to  report 
from  the  British  front,"  says  the  War 
Offtoe  communication  Issued  this 
evening. 

The  early  statement  reads: 

"A  party  of  our  troops  rushed  a 
German  post  southeast  of  Arras  dur- 
ing the  night  and  captured  a  few 
prisoners.  A  few  prisoners  and  a 
machine  gun  were  captured  by  us 
also  In  patrol  encounters  northeast  of 
Y  pres.

German   Report 

BERLIN.  May  11.— The  text  of 
the  official  communication  follows: 

"There  have  been  artillery  duels  of 
varying  intensity  and  minor  Infantry 
engagements. 

"We  have  closely  pursued  the 
enemy  retreating  from  the  Alllette 
front.  Booth  of  the  Olse  and  across 
the  Alllette  we  captured  the  Bre- 
tlgny-St  Paul  Croely-Lolre  line.

LONDON^May  ai.— The  Germans 
in  their  Champagne  offensive  in 
France  have  sow  reached  the  right 
bank  of  tip  River  Marne  on  a  ten 
mile  front,  according  to  a  statement 
given  to  the  Associated  Press  today 
by  the  British  general  staff. 

"A  new  development  Is  the  German 
attempt  to  extend  their  attacks  to  the 
east  of  Rheims,  where  they  were  re- 
ported to  be  attacking  last  night,  but 
no  further  details  have  yet  been  re- 
ceived. 

"The  situation  la  a  very  anxious 
one,  not  only  because  the  Germans 
have  made  such  rapid  progress,  en 
advance  of  St  miles  in  four  days,  but 
because  they  still  have  such  big  re- 
serves available  to  be  thrown  into  the 
battle  at  any  point. 

Reserves  Moving  Up 

"Our  transport  of  reserves  has 
worked  very  well,  and  there  la  rea- 
son to  hope  that  the  Germans  will 
not  make  any  further  progress,    <al 


"The  Germans  deserve  full  credit 
for  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  their 
plans.  The  main  masses  of  men  were 
brought  up  to  the  actual  front  lines 
only  on  the  night  before  the  attack, 
which  "was  preceded  by  only  two 
hours  of  bombardment,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cutting  w|re  entanglements.

LONDON,  May  31. — Riots  and  in- 
ternal disorders  of  all  kinds  are  in- 
creasing in  Bohemia.  A  Vienna  news-

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMY  IN  FRANCE,  May  31.— (By  the 
Associated  Press) — White  continuing  their  strong  pressure  on  the 
centre. of  their  line,  the  Germans  today  began  a  violent  diversion  on 
the  western  wing  along  the  Ailette  River,  where  they  advanced  near- 
ly five  miles.  The  reason  for  this  new  push  probably  is  because  the 
Germans  feared  a  counter-attack  in  that  region  that  might  endanger 
his  forces  now  contained  within  the  bulging  salient  where  the  enemy 
progressed  during  the  first  day.

PARIS,  May  31.— The  War  Office 
report  says: 

"Eastern  theatre.  May  30. — Greek 
troops,  supported  by  French  artillery, 
attacked  enemy  positions  of  great 
strength  at  Serka  di  Legen,  south  of 
the  Struma.  Over  the  whole  of  the 
front  of  the  attack,  which  measures 
twelve  kilometres,  and  to  a  depth  of 
two  kilometres,  the  Infantry  captured 
in  the  first  rush  the  first  positions  of 
the  enemy,  reaching  all  of  their  ob- 
jectives and  passing  them  at  certain 
points.  The  enemy  reacted  strongly 
with  violent  artillery  fire,  west  of 
Serka  di  Lean,  a  counter-attack  which 
failed  completely.  More  than  1,600 
prisoners.  Bulgarians  and  Germans, 
including  33  officers,  have  been  count- 
ed up  to  the  present.  Important  war 
materials  have  fallen  Into  our  hands. 
The  Greek  troops  and  the  French  sol- 
diers who  are  co-operating  with  them 
have  shown  the  finest  spirit  in  spite  of 
unfavorable  atmospheric  conditions. 

"The  aerial  forces  took  an  active 
part  in  the  battle,  using  their  machine 
guns  at  a  low  altitude  on  the  Bulgar- 
ian reserves.  They  have  bombarded 
with  success  railway  stations  In  the 
Vardar  Valley  and  the  aviation 
grounds  at  Hudovo.

The  Allies  chose  to  recede,  leaving 
in  the  possession  of  the  Germans  a 
patch  of  territory  approximately 
stretching  from  the  extreme  limit  of 
Voreses  on  the  Olse,  passing  by  Bler- 
sneourt  to  Epagny. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Soissons  further 
combats  of  extreme  violence  today 
ended  In  favor  of  the  Allies.  In  this 
region  the  resistance  of  the  French 
divisions  was  the  absolute  acme  of 
heroism,  fighting  as  they  were,  against 
odds  immensely  superior. 

All  the  men  seemed  to  know  that 
where  they  retire  It  Is  simply  for 
strategic  purposes.  They  say:  "We 
may  be  told  soon  to  hold  firm,  and 
wo   will    do   it."

Officers 
and  men  at  theso  critioal  periods  par- 
ticipate in  all  the  dangera  of  personal 
combat  in  which  the  enemy  has  lost 
fearfully. 

No    Relaxation

Counter-Attack* 
A  division  this  morning  dashed 
across  the  valley  and  recaptured 
Brlsey-le-Sao,  and  pushed  as  far  as 
Neyart  on  the  east  aide  of  the  river. 
The  Germans  counter-attacked  In 
great  strength  and  re-established  their 
Une  after  the   hardest  fighting. 

Further  south.  In  the  region  of  ' 
Hartennes,  another  battle  Is  raging. 
The  Germans  are  supported  by  num- 
erous tanks.  Wherever  there  is  a 
chance  of  success  we  do  not  hesitate 
to  counter-attack  against  superior 
numbers,  even  though  the  utmost 
hope  Is  to  delay  the  enemy.

WASHINGTON,  May  31.— Admiral 
Sims  reported  today  the  torpedoing 
and  (linking  of  the  transport  President 
Lincoln,  returning  to  the  United  tttates 
from  eKurope.    No  details  ware  given. 

The  dispatch  said  the  vessel  was 
sunk  at  10  o'clock  tola  morning.  No 
mention  was  made  of  casualties. 

The  President  Lincoln,  a  15,000-ton 
vessel,  formerly  was  a  Hamburg- 
American  transatlantic  liner  plying 
between  Europe  and  New  York,  and 
was  taken  over  by  the  Government  at 
the  declaration  of  war. 

The  vessel  sank  within  an  hour  af- 
ter she  was  struck.  Her  position  was 
not  disclosed  In  the  brief  dispatch  an- 
nouncing her  destruction. 

The  Navy  Department  made  this  of* 
ficlal  announcement:  "The  Navy  De- 
partment has  received  a  dispatch  from 
Vloe-Admlral  films  stating  that  the 
UjBJS.  President  Lincoln  was  torpe- 
doed at  10:40  this  morning  and  sank 
an  hour  later.  The  vessel  was  return- 
ing from  Kurope.  No  further  particu- 
lar* have  been,  received." 

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  May,  31.— 
The  American  steamer  Amackaasln,  a 
vessel  of  266  tons  gross  formerly  run- 
ning between  New  York  and  Hast- 
lngs-on-iludsoD,  was  sunk  by  a  Ger- 
man submarine  near  Gibraltar  in  the 
early  part  of  April  with  all  but  one  of 
her  crew  of  20,  according  to  Edward 
Madison,  tbe  survivor,  who  arrived 
today  on  an  Italian  ahio.

WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE.  May  31. — (By  the  Asso- 
ciated Press) — Early  Thursday  morn- 
ing German  airmen  bombed  another 
hospital — this  time  a  Canadian  insti- 
tution— and  enacted  a  considerable 
toll  of  casualties.  Among  those  kill- 
ed by  the  explosion  or  flames  wag  an 
American  medical  officer  who  was 
administering  to  a  British  officer  in 
the  operating  room.  Tha  raid  occur- 
red at  12.S0  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  hospital  attacked  was  a  Urge 
one  and  waa  marked  by  huge  Red 
Cross  signs.  The  German  airman, 
working  partly  by  the  light  of  the 
moon,  dropped  four  bombs  near  the 
hospital,  and  then,  not  apparently 
able  to  see  exactly  where  they  were 
hitting,  lighted  a  brilliant  flare  to  Il- 
luminate the  surroundings.   • 

As  the  place  was  lighted  up  by 
this  flare,  they  released  another  bomb 
or  two,  which  dropped  squarely  on 
a  large  wing  of  the  hospital.  Part 
of  the  wing  was  demolished,  and 
many  persona  were  killed  and 
wounded  when  the  building  collapsed 
and  buried  them.  The  demolished 
wing  caught  fire  and  burned  fiercely, 
with  many  victims  still  pinned  in  the 
wreckage.    ' 

Nothing  more  awful  has  occurred 
in  the  annals  of  the  hospital  service 
since  the  war  began.  Every  avail- 
able person  In  the  neighborhood  was 
called  out  to  assist  in  tbe  rescue 
work.  With  the  assistance  of  lad- 
ders and  other  fire  apparatus,  the 
hospital  proper  was  rapidly  emptied 
of  patients  and  personnel.  It  was  a 
desperate  situation.  A  roaring  fur- 
nace represented  what  was  left  of 
the  big  wing. 

Many  unconscious  forms  were  car- 
ried out  by  heroic  men,  who  risked 
their  Uvea  to  reach  them.  Excellent 
work  on  the  part  of  the  firemen  An- 
ally resulted  in  the  Are  being  extin- 
guished, but  there  were  still  many 
victims,  Including  more  than  one  sis- 
ter, buried  in  the  ruins.  There  was 
no  hope  that  they  were  alive.

INTEREST  IS  DUE 


Finance  Minister  Hopes  That 
Payments  Made  by  Govern- 
ment Will  Be  Re-invested  for 
War  Purposes, 


OTTAWA.  May  31.— The  Interest 
payment, which  If  due  tomorrow  on 
Canadian  domestic  war  loans  will 
amount  to  more  than  $11,000,000. 
This  large  sum.  which  will  be  paid 
out  chiefly  in  Canada,  represents  the 
first  interest  payment  on  the  Victory 
Loan  and  the  regular  payment  in  the 
1925  loan. 

In  calling  attention  to  this  large 
disbursement  from  the  Dominion 
treasury.  Sir  Thomas  White,  Minister 
of  Finance,  suggests  that  all  who  can 
possibly  do  so  should  invest  their  in- 
terest payments  in  Dominion  deben- 
ture stock,  obtainable  from  the  Fin- 
ance Department,  or  in  war  savings 
certificates,  so  that  aa  large  a  portion 
as  possible  of  tbe  116,000,000  payable 
today  should  And  its  way  back  to  be 
used  for  other  war  purposes. 

"Such  investment,"  stated  the  Min- 
ister, "will  be  most  commendable 
from  the  national  viewpoint  and 
profitable  to  the  Individual.  The 
half-yearly  interest  of  $2,000  In  the 
Victory  Loan  is  more  than  sufficient 
to  purchase  a  $50  debenture.  Simi- 
larly, the  Interest  on  II 00  will  almost 
purchase  a  $10  war  savings  certificate, 
which  sells  for  $$.00.  The  supplying 
of  necessary  money  to  provide  for  our 
war  expenditure  and-  to  purchase 
food,  munitions  and  other  aupplies 
for  Great  Britain  Is  such  an  Impor- 
tant part  of  our  war  activity  that  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  urge  upon  all  the 
desirability  of  immediate  Investment 
of  the  money  received  in  interest  In 
the  next  war  loan." 

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to 
ship  all  the  Victory  Bonds  so  aa  to 
reach  the  subscribers  by  June  1.  A 
large  proportion  have  been  shipped, 
and  can  be  obtained  by  the  purchas- 
ers on  surrender  of  their  scrip  cer- 
tificates. Those  who  have  subscribed 
for  coupon  bonds  and  have  received 
them  may  obtain  their  interest  by 
cutting  off  coupon  number  one  and 
cashing  it  at  any  branch  in  Canada  of 
any  chartered  bank.  To  those  who 
bought  fully  registered  Victory  Bonds, 
cheques  for  the  interest  have  already 
been  mailed.  If.  for  any  reason,  the 
bonds  are  not  received  by  the  owner 
In  time  to  present  coupons  on  June  1, 
be  should  take  his  scrip  certificates 
upon  which  payment  has  been  made 
in  full  to  any  bank,  which  will  pay 
the  interest  thereon  and  endorse  the 
same  en  the  back  of  the  certificates.

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GERMANY  CONTROLS 

ARMY  OF  AUSTRIA 

LONDON.  May  $1.— The  Telegraph 
has  received  the  following  dispatch 
from  its  Milan  correspondent  under 
date  of  Tuesday: 

"The  Austrian  and  German  public 
is  Informed  at  last  of  the  details  of 
the  military  convention  forced  upon 
Emperor  Charles  during  his  recent 
visit  at  German  headauarters.  and 
the  details,  aa  now  published  by  the 
Deutsche  Volks  Zeltung.  are  bound 
to  create  a  deep  Impression." 

The  new  treaty,  says  the  paper, 
consists  of  such  clauses  aa  tha  fol- 
lowing: "Hie  Majesty  the  German 
Kaiser  and  King  of  Prussia,  on  the 
one  hand  and  bis  high  apostolic  ally, 
the  Kaiser  of  Austria  and  King  of 
Hungary  on  the  other,  form  a  close 
military  alliance  for  2f  years,  during 
which  both  parties  to  the  alliance 
pledge  themselves  te  employ  tha  en- 
tire strength  of  their  peoples  Cor  mil- 
Itsry  purposes.  Tbe  allied  nations  of 
Germany  vend  Austria- Hangary  shall 
divert  all  their  care  te  have  thetr 
armiee  enter  Into  any  erentful  future 
conflict  fully  prepared  and  at  the 
msilmuae  of  their  strength."

NOTED  PUBLISHER 


Mr.  John  Ross  Robertson,  Pro- 
prietor of  Toronto  Evening 
Telegram,  and  Philanthropic 
Citizen,  Hears  Last  Call. 


TORONTO.  May  SI.— John  Ross 
Robertson,  proprietor  of  the  Toronto 
Telegram,  died  at  his  home  at  291 
Sherburne  Street  at  1.30  this  morn- 
ing. He  had  been  111  for  two  weeks. 
His  illness  began  with  an  attack  of 
pneumonia,  from  which  he  had  a 
partial  recovery,  and  the  critical 
stage  appeared  to  have  been  psssed. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  week 
he  seemed  to  be  on  the  mend,  but 
his  condition  became  worse  yesterday. 
The  family  were  present  at  .the  time 
of  his  death,  Mr.  Robertson  was  In 
his  77th  year. 

John  Rom  Robertson,  of  Scottish 
descent,  was  born  In  Toronto  Decem- 
ber tS,  1841.  and  lived  all  his  Ufa  In 
this  city,  except  for  a  period  of  three 
years  when  he  resided  in  England  fts 
correspondent  of  the  Toronto  Qlobe. 
In  1876,  .the  Evening  Telegram  was 
established.  Dr.  Smith  having  offered 
Mr.  Robertson  a  substantial  financial 
guarantee.  So  Immediate  was  the 
success  of  the  new  undertaking,  how- 
ever, that  not  one  cheque  was  ever 
drawn  against  Dr.  Smith's  deposit. 
The  newspaper  ultimately  became 
one  of  the  most  valuable  newspaper 
properties  In  Canada. 

Mr.  Robertson  was  noted  in  many 
lines  of  activity  outside  of  his  life 
work  as  a  journalist.  Three  of  these 
deserve  special  notice.  For  the  last 
26  years  his  enthusiasm  and  liberality 
have  made  possible  the  maintenance 
of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Sick 
Children  as  one  of  the  best  hospitals 
in  the  world.  His  gifts  to  this  insti- 
tution approximate  $500,000.  As  a 
Free  Mason,  not  only  has  he  held  the 
highest  rank  In  the  craft,  but  he  has 
devoted  much  time  and  study  to  the 
history   of  Masonry. 

The  late  Mr.  Robertson  was  a  lib- 
eral patron  of  amateur  sports.  He 
was  for  years  president  of  the  On- 
tario Hockey  Association,  and  gave 
many  valuable  trophies  for  competi- 
tion In   this  and   other  sports. 

In  1896  Mr.  Robertson  stood  as  an 
Independent  Conservative  candidate 
In  East  Toronto,  in  opposition  to  the 
Manitoba  School  remedial  legislation 
of  Sir  Charles  Tupper.'  He  easily  de- 
feated the  government  candidate,  but 
was  content  with  one  term  at  Ottawa, 
and  was  not  at  any  other  time  direct- 
ly identified  with  politics.  On  two 
ocaslons  he  refused  the  honor  of 
knighthood,  and  also  declined  a  sen- 
atorshlp. 

Mr.  Robertson  was  married  twice. 
His  second  wife,  who  was  a  Miss  Hol- 
land, and  two  sons  by  his  first  wife, 
J.  Sinclair  and  Irving  Earl,  survive. 


SPEAKS  OF  WORK 
E 


Sir  Joseph  Flavelle  Refers  to 
-   Achievements  in  Shipbuilding 
and  Manufacture  of  Muni- 
tions— Unjust  Criticisms, 


OTTAWA,  May  81.— In  the  opinion 
of  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle, .  head  of  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board,  more  con- 
structive commendation  and  less 
knocking  of  the  country's  war  efforts 
would  be  a  desirable  development 
What  Sir  Joseph  was  referring  to 
particularly  was  the  British  Columbia 
strike  and  the  charge  that  lack  of 
leadership  by  the  Board  is  the  under- 
lying cause. 

"People,"  he  said,  "overlook  the 
fact  that  a  great  body  of  men — not  a 
few — are  giving  their  time  absolutely 
without  remuneration  to  the  direction 
oft  these  industries,  and  often  receive 
as  their  reward  all  sorts  of  unfounded 
criticism.        j 

"Whether  T  turn  east  or  west  T  am 
flllefl  with  pride  over  our  achieve- 
ments," said  Sir  Joseph.  "Take  ship- 
building for  Instance.  There  1b  under 
construction  in  Canada  one-quarter  of 
the  total  merchant  tonnage  produced 
in  the  United  Kingdom  last  year,  and 
eighty  per  rent  of  It  will  be  completed 
this  year.  In  one  shipyard  In  British 
Columbia  ten  ships  of  8,800  tons  each 
would  have  *»een  turned  out,  but  for  a 
recent  fire,  and  as  It  Is,  seven  .of  them 
will  be  delivered.  Had  It  not'  been 
for  the  Are  one  yard  would  have 
turned  out  an  eighteenth  of  the.  total 
tonnage  produced  In  Great  Britain 
last  year. 

"The  two  limiting  factors  are  that 
only  so  much  money  has  been  avail- 
able for  the  work,  while  no  plates  or 
beams  are  being  rolled  In  Canada.  In 
British  Columbia  we  are  spending 
1 :.  i.noo.ooo." 

Speaking  generally  of  the  Board's 
work.  Sir  Joseph  quoted  the  report  of 
the  British  War  Cabinet  that  fifteen 
per  cent  of  the  total  expenditure  of 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  in  the  last 
six  months  of  1917  had  been  made  In 
Canada  and  fifty- Ave  per  cent  of  all 
the  elghteen-pounder  shrapnel  used 
by  the  British  forces  on  all  fronts  was 
made  here.  There  had  been  a  rela- 
tive production  of  other  sizes  of 
shells.  The  Board  had  expended 
Itself  8960,000.000,  while  the.  aggregate 
of  orders  placed  was  81.175.000,000 

'Instead  of  criticism."  he  said. 
"there  should  be  commendation  for 
this  marvelous  showing."

SUNK  NEAR  GIBRALTAR 

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT.  May  tl.~ 
Two  of  Germany's  largest  and  newest 
submarines  of  the  cruiser  class  were 
sunk  on  May'M?  and  May  IS,  near 
Olbraltar.  according  to  passengers 
who  arrived  here  today  on  an  Italian 
steamship.  The  U-4wata  were  sunk 
by  Allied  destroyers,  and  from  one  of 
them  prisoners  were  taken,  the  pas- 
sengers asserted.  The  Italian  liner 
whs  held  at  Gibraltar'  while  the  sea 
lane  through  which  she  sailed  was 
cleared  of  the  enemy. 

Recent  cable  reports  carried  the 
official  announcement  that  one  of 
Germany's  new  submarines  had  been 
destroyed.  A  German  report  subse- 
quently stated  that  the  German  Ad- 
miralty had  reported  one  of  those 
boats  being  overdue. 

SAVAGE  BEASTS 
RAID  HOSPITALS 

Many  Medical  Workers  and  Pa- 
tients Murdered  in    British 

,  Establishment — Seeking  for 
Helpless  Victims, 


WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  May  SI. — (By  the  A.P.) — 
Another  big  hospital  was  bombed  by 
German  airmen  early  yesterday 
morning,  and  once  more  many  medi- 
cal workers  and  some  patients  were 
killed   or   wounded. 

The  hospital  caught  fire  after  a 
large  section  of  the  building  had 
been  demolished  by  a  bomb.  A  few 
women  nurses  were  among  the  slain, 
and  their  bodies,  together  with  those 
of  a  considerable  number  more  of  the 
personnel  and  patients,  are  burled  In 
the  ruins,  according  to  the  latest  re- 
portal 

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,-  May  30.— ((By  the  AJP.)— 
German  airmen  made  a  pretentious 
raid  on,  the  area  behind  the  Ameri- 
can lines  in  Picardy  last  night.  Bombs 
were  dropped  on  all  Bides  of  one  of 
the  largest  hospitals  in  a  town  many 
miles  to  the  rear  of  the  front.  Am- 
erican and  French  wounded  soldiers 
were  carried  to  cellars  and  caves  by 
American  nurses  and  members  of  the 
American   Red  Cross. 

Only  s\  few  persons  Were  Injured 
by  flying  glass,  as  most  of  the  win- 
dows in  the  hospital  had  been  shat- 
tered by  bombs  dropped  the  previous 
night.  Several  private  houses  were 
wrecked  and  a  number  of  civilians, 
including  several  babies,  were  killed 
and  injured. 

That  the  raid  was  planned  on  a 
much  larger  scale  than  recent  ones 
over  this  territory  is  evidenced  from 
reports  made  by  many  Americans  in 
villages  over  which  the  raiders  pass- 
ed. The  Germans  came  In  wave 
formation,  and  then  scattered  widely. 
One  squudron  dropped  bombs  a  few 
hundred  feet  from  an  American  field 
hospital,  and  at  the  same  time  one  of 
the  long  range  guns  shelled  a  village 
a  few  hundred  yards  away. 

The  first  alarm  was  sounded  at  11 
o'clock.  The  dropping  of  bombs  and 
the  firing  of  many  anti-aircraft  guns 
began  almost  Immediately.  Later 
there  was  a  brief  pause,  after  which 
the  raiders  returned,  to  remain  al- 
most until  dawn. 

A  new  American  evacuation  hospi- 
tal had  been  opened  only  yesterday 
In  a  certain  village.  A  bomb  fell  In 
front  of  it  last  night  and  shattered 
windows,  but  none  of  the  patients 
were  injured. 

In  some  instances  bombs  fell  with- 
in thirty  or  forty  feet  of  a  hospital, 
but  fortunately  there  were  no  direct 
hits.  A  French  nurse,  her  mother 
and  two  little  sisters  were  killed  in  a 
house  a  short  distance  from  a  hos- 
pital. Another  nurse  was  standing  on 
the  upper  floor  of  the  hospital  mln-' 
istering  to  patients  when  a  piece  of 
bomb   struck   her,   piercing  her   lung. 

Five  American  nurses  were  in  the 
same  hospital.  While  the  raid  was 
in  progress  they  went  about  cheer- 
ing the  patients.  Although  many 
serious  cases  of  sick  and  wounded 
were  aggravated  because  they  had  to 
be  moved  to  the  lower  floors  and  the 
cellar,   there   were   no  casualties. 

BRITISH  SURGEONS 

TO  ATTEND  CONGRESS 

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  May  31. — A 
British  medical  mission  representing 
the  British  Medical  Society  arrived 
here  today  to  attend  the  American 
Congress  of  Medical  Societies  to  be 
held  In  Chicago  on  June   10.  . 

The  members  Include  Sir  James 
Mackenzie,  Sir  Arbuthnot  Lane  and 
Colonel  Herbert  A.  Bruce,  consulting 
surgeons  of  the  British  army  in 
France. 

The  British  surgeons  will  tell  the 
congress  of  their  experiences  In  the 
war  and  of  the  medical  problems 
they  met. 

All  three  spoke  today  In  high 
praise  of  the  work  of  American  sur- 
geons and  nurses  at  the  front.

ARE  WE  TOO  GLUM? 


A  correspondent,  whose  letter  we 
print  today,  tells  of  how  a  lady  Just 
arrived  from  England  speaks  of  the 
harassed  and  worried  look  on  the 
faces  of  the  people  here.  She  does 
not  understand  the  reason,  "because 
we  have  plenty  of  everything  and  are 
away  from  bombs."  We  think  the 
visitor  sxaggerates  our  dolefulness, 
though  there  is  a  germ  of  truth  In 
what  she  says.  There  is  the  evidence 
of  a  gravo  anxiety  on  the  facet  of  our 
people  and  It  may  well  be  the  reason 
Is  because  there  are  few  families  who 
have  not  given  up  one  or  more  sons, 
or  brothers,  or  fathers  to  this  war.  It 
is  true  the  same  applies  to  every  city, 
and  town  and  village  throughout  the 
broad  Empire;  but  Victoria  oan  re- 
lax to  as  great  an  extent  as  other  cities 
,  in  Canada,  though  sometimes  we  think 
the  imprint  of  the  seriousness  of  the 
war  is  perhaps  too  deeply  engraven 
on  our  brows.  There  are  too  many 
Mrs.  Gumasidges  In  our  midst,  too 
many  people  feeling  It  more,  and.  per- 
haps, ae  a  people  we  have  yet  failed 
to  strike  the  true  dividing  line  be- 
tween a  sanguine  faith  and  a  well  re- 
gulated appreciation  about  the  events 
crowding  on  one  another  In  these 
perilous  times. 

The  little  warning — If  we  take  It  as 
such — given  by  the  lady  from  Eng- 
land, will  do  no  harm.  Our  soldiers 
want  us  to  be  happy  in  doing  what- 
ever we  oan  to  help  them.  Four-fifths 
of  the  humor  of  the  world  emanates 
from  the  trenches  today  and  If  thoee 
who  are  making  the  greatest  sacri- 
fices can  be  happy,  often  in  the  hour 
and  article  of  their  death,  surely  we 
at  home  can  reflect  their  bright  cour- 
age and  eease  wearing  our  hearts  /m 
our  sleeves.  The  seriousness  of  the 
times  will  be  relieved,  or  rather  It  will 
help  us  to  bear  the  burden  better,  |f 
a  laugh  and  a  Joke  are  Indulged  in 
occasionally.  What  we  miss  badly,  as 
our  correspondent  notes.  Is  music; 
there  should  bo  more  of  It  In  our 
streets,  concerts  In  the  parks  and  a 
greater  variety  of  amusements.  We 
pride  ourselves  Victoria  la  a  tourist 
centre  but  when  tourists  come  here 
wo  have  nothing  to  offer  them  they 
cannot  obtain  elsewhere  except  a  bet- 
ter brand  of  climate.  There  la  no 
brighter  evidence  of  when  people  are 
happy  than  when  they  sing  or  whistle. 
and  those  who  whistle  are  very  often 
thoee  who  cannot  sing.  In  both  re- 
apoota,  as  far  aa  then*  epentaneous 
signs  of  happiness  are  concerned,  we 
are  certainly  in  danger  of  being 
placed  la  the  category  of  those  who 
are  "fit  for  treasons.

Since  then  her  pathway  has  been 
strewn  with  the  wrecks  of  violated 
promises.  No  wonder  will  be  felt  be- 
cause of  the  new  German  policy  of 
attacking  hospitals  in  the  rear  of  the 
Allied  fighting  lines.  The  marvel 
would  have  been  if  Germany  had  stay- 
ed her  hand.  She  has  destroyed  hos- 
pital ships  without  warning  so  why 
hot  hospitals  at  the  front?  Her  creed 
la  to  destroy  and  any  means  Justifies 
the  end.  She  sought  immunity  for 
Cologne  during  the  Corpus  Christ! 
procession,  and  Britain,  In  all  good 
faith,  refused  to  permit  her  aviators 
to  raid  the  city;  but  Germany  held 
no  such  agreement  could  be  binding 
on  her  and  her  long  range  guns  bom- 
barding Paris  killed  Innocent  viotlms 
who  were  celebrating  the  same  fes- 
tival of  the  same  church  for  which 
she  sought  Immunity.  Now  wo  learn

Our 
pacifists  would  have  us  negotiate  a 
peace  and  leave  ths  German  monster 
with  Its  claws  undipped.  If  we  did 
we  should  indeed  have  Entered  the 
dusk  of  the  gods.  Ths  accumulating 
happenings  of  Teutonic  perfidy  must 
serve  to  steel  the  hearts  of  the  "Anglo- 
Saxon  peoples  to  make  victory  alone 
the  issue  of  this  war.

Sir,— will  you  oblige  me  and  all 
who  It  may  concern  by  stating  why. 
the  shipyard  men  came  out  on  strike.* 
I  am  personally  In  touch  with  some 
of  them  and  they  led  me  to  believe 
there  would  be  a  strike  because  one, 
Luney.  and  others  were  drawing  ex- 
orbitant sums  every  month  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  workmen's  wages, 
and  they  were  therefore  determined 
to  have  an  advance.'  When  they  came 
out  they  atateff  the  above  to  be  the 
reason.  If  this  was.  and  is,  the  truth, 
then  It  is  certain  that  this  issue  must 
be  cleared  right  up  or  another  strike 
will  not  be  long  delayed. 

We,  the  non-strikers,  the  public 
and  the  people  who  are  finding  the 
men  and  women  for  this  war,  and 
those  of  us  who  are  finding  the  money 
(personally  I  and  my  wife  are  paying 
$1,700  a  year  to  keep  the  war  going), 
I  say  we  respectfully  demand  to  know 
In  plain  English  what  the  Issue  real- 
ly Is?  If  It  is  as  above  stated  I 
submit  the  trades  union  Is  making  an 
effort  to  do  the  Impossible,  to  wit, 
make  two**  blacks  Into  one  white. 
They  don't  care  how  much  the  bosses 
get  from  the  country  so  long  as  thsy 
get  a  sufficiently  large  quota.  In 
this  case  the  strikers  should  be  ignor- 
ed and  dealt  with  it  found  loafing. 
Let  an  open  shop  be  declared  and  the 
country  appealed  to  for  other  help. 
Don't  fear,  enough  will  soon  be  oh 
hand.  Personally  I  am  70  years  of 
age,  but  I  am  fit  as  most  men  at  60; 
am  not  the  biggest  dunce  In  Victoria 
at  using  tools,  and  I  am  willing  to 
work  a  4-hour  shift  daily  with  a  com- 
pany of  others  and  give  all  my  earn- 
ings to  the  Patriotic  or  Red  Cross. 

These  men  who  are  striking  are 
mad  when  I  tell  them  they  are  Ger- 
mane. Strictly  there  la  no  difference 
between  them.  They  block  the  prog- 
ress of  the  war  In  the  only  way  they 
know  how.  They  would  do  again  the 
same  tomorrow  if  they  thought  they 
could  get  further  financial  advantage. 
Shut  them  out;  keep  them  out  Bend 
them  where  our  and  their  relatives 
are  falling;  that  Is  too  good  treat- 
ment for  them  because  they  have 
been  traitors  to  our  country  (and, 
should  I  say  It?)  their's  also,  ever 
since  they  signed  on  for  the  strike  at 
$10  a  week  to  be  idle. 

We  are  not  even  two  parties  now; 
we  are  only  one  party — those  of  us 
who  are  for  the  country.  Everybody 
else  Is  a  German,  or  a  striker,  or 
worse.

The  Life  of  a  Dog 

Sir. — Mr.  J.  A.  Shanks'  letter  of  the 
24th  will,  I  am  sure,  be  appreciated 
by  all  animal  lovers.  British  fair  play 
and  justioe  is  needed  Just  as  much  for 
the  animal  world  as  for  the  so-called 
higher  creation,  and  the  least  I  think 
a  lot  cultivator  can  do  la  to  fence  In 
his  lot  especially  as  he  seems  to  be 
getting  It  free  and  without  even  pay- 
ing taxes  on  it.  It  is  a  pity  that  some 
other  more  really  necessary  things  are 
not  followed  up  with  as  much  enthusi- 
asm as  dog  catching  seems  to  be.  I 
know  there  have  been  several  beauti- 
ful well-bred  dogs  in  the  pound  lately, 
and  a  miserable  prison  It  is  for  any 
dog!  I  hardly  think  any  returned  sol- 
dier would  care  for  the  post  of  dog 
catcher,  when  the  dogs  at  the  front 
are  helping  the  soldiers  so  much.  He 
Is  not  only  a  comrade  to  them,  but  a 
moral  support  and  an  assistant  of  tho 
first  importance  In  the  care  of  the 
wounded.  They  are  also  used  as  sen- 
tinels, dispatch  carriers,  to  guard  am- 
munition and  prisoners,  seek  out  the 
wounded,  convoys,  and  rat-hunters, 
and  the  principal  dog  hospital  Just  be- 
hind the  lines  is  Guyancourt  Farm 
Hospitals,  which  holds  about  80  dogs, 
and  everything  possible  Is  done  for 
them,  and  so  far  they  have  not  lost  a 
single  dog.  Also  In  England  now  they 
have  formed  a  dog  school  for  training 
dogs  in  the  arduous  and  Important  y- 
work  of  message  carrying  under  fire. 
The  animals  are  giving  excellent  re- 
sults, and  before  long  names  of  certain 
heroic  dogs  will  be  known  to  the  pub- 
lic aa  the  names  of  our  greater  gen- 
erals are.

WELCOMED  ON  RETURN 


Members  of  French  Red  Cross 
Society  Hold  Informal  Re- 
ception in  Honor  of  Hero  of 
Verdun, 


An  Informal  reception  In  honor  of 
M  Cay  la,  a  returned  soldier  from  the 
French  army,  was  held  on  Monday  af- 
ternoon last  at  the  French  Red  Crone 
rooms,  the  event  being  organised  by 
the  society,  of  which  Madame  Cayla 
has  been  an  active  member  since  Its 
inception. 

The  president  in  a  few  happily  ex- 
pressed sentences  welcomed  the  re- 
turned hero,  who  was  through  the 
Kreat  action  at  Verdun,  was  wounded 
three  times,  and  has  been  decorated 
with  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  The  French 
consul,  Mr.  Francis,  was  present  at  the 
proceedings,  and  also  took  the  oppor- 
tunity to  congratulate  M.  Cayla  on  his 
safe  return  from  the  battle  sone  and 
on  the  courageous  conduct  which  had 
won  him  his  award  of  the  coveted 
Croix  de  Guerre.  During  the  course 
of  his  remarks  the  French  Consul  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  the  French  Red  Cross  branch 
in  Victoria.  The  vice-president 
thanked  Mr.  Francis  for  his  appreci- 
ative words  in  connection  with  the 
work   done   by   the   French    people   of 
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Victoria  for  their  compatriots  in 
France  who  are  fighting  so  desperate- 
ly for  the  safety  and  honor  of  their 
country.  a* 

Before  the  proceedings  concluded 
delicious  afternoon  tea  was  served, 
and  one  of  the  youngest  members  of 
the  society  presented  to  the  returned 
French  soldier  a  bunch  of  flowers  re- 
presenting the  tricolor  of  France. 


Mr.  Nlchol  Thompson.  British  Col- 
umbia representative  of  the  fuel 
controller,  has  furnished  The  Colonist 
with  particulars  concerning  the  au- 
thority given  him  under  the  new 
regulations. 

The  regulations  regarding  the  dis- 
tribution of  fuel  in  Canada  which 
eame  into  force  on  April  1  give  the 
fuel  administrators  wider  powers,  and 
uuder  the  fuel  administrator  may  be 
appointed  a  fuel  commissioner  or 
commissioners  for  each  city  or  muni- 
cipality. The  council  of  the  city  or 
municipality  will  make  this  appoint- 
ment and  will  defray  any  expenses 
that  may  arise  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  fuel  regulations. 
The  commissioner  will  '  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  the  fuel  dealers  in  ap- 
portioning and  delivering  coal  during 
any  period  of  fuel  scarcity  within 
that  municipality.  He  will  Institute 
when  deemed  necessary  a  system  of 
controlling  retail .  coal  deliveries 
through  orders  on  dealers  within  the 
municipality,  and  .will  generally  assist 
the  fuel  administrator  for  the  Prov- 
ince in  enforcing  the  regulations. 
Should  the  municipalities  through  in- 
difference or  for  any  other  reason 
fail  to  make  an  appointment  of  such 
an  official,  the  Fuel  Controller  and 
Fuel  Administrator  will  not  under- 
take to  assume  th«  slightest  respon- 
sibility for  the  fuel  supply  of  that 
community. 

The  duties  of  the  Provincial  ad- 
ministrator will  be  to  supervise  the 
distribution  of  all  coal  or  other  fuel 
within  the  Province,,  gather  and  com- 
pile statistics  on  the  production  and 
consumption  of  coal  within  the  Prov- 
ince, and  to  promote  within  the 
Province  the  greatest  possible  devel- 
opment of  available  coal  areas  and  to 
generally  assist  and  advise  the  fuel 
controller. 

Profits  Adjusted 

Profits  are  also  arranged.  Retailers 
may  be  permitted  to  charge  a  profit 
not  exceeding  50  cents  per  ton  on 
any  coal  over  and  above  the  cost  and 
an  average  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
handling.  On  the  sale  of  any  quan- 
tity of  coal  less  than  one  net  ton,  the 
same  proportion  of  profit  may  be 
charged  except  In  any  quantity  less 
than  two  hundred  pounds,  when  a 
profit  of  five  cents  may  be  charged. 

Wholesale  profits  are  limited  to  35 
cents  and  commissions  or  charges  by 
brokers  on  coal  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  thirty  cents  per  ton. 

The  fuel  controller  or  his  duly 
authorised  agent  shall  have  access  to 
all  books,  records,  documents  and 
papers  of  any  kind  whatsoever  relat- 
ing directly  or  Indirectly  to  the  busi- 
ness affairs  of  any  operator,  dealer 
or  importer,  and  all  such  persons 
shall  supply  the  fuel  controller  or  his 
agent  with  all  information  aad  state- 
ments as  and  when :  required  by  the 
said  fuel  controller  or  his  agent.  Any 
such  person  falling  to  give  suoh  In- 
formation when  so  demanded  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  on  sum- 
mary conviction,  subject  to  the  pen- 
alty provided  under  Paragraph  34. 
A  further  penalty  not  exceeding  $100 
per  day  for  each  day  during  the 
period  of  such  default  may  also  be 
Imposed. 

Scale  of   Fees   Payable 

The  scale  of  fees  payable  to  the 
fuel  controller  for  permits  for  dealers 
handling  Canadian  coal  exclusively  Is 
as  follows: 

From  1  to  400  tons,  $2;  400  to  600 
tons,  $3;  6d0  to  800  tons,  $4;  800  to 
1000  tons,  35;  1000  to  1300  tons,  $6; 
1.300  to  1400  tons,  $7;  1406  to  1600 
tons,  $8;  1600  to  1800  tons,  ft;  over 
1800   tons.   310. 
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Emanating  from  a  meeting  of  wo- 
men held  last  evening  in  the  K.  of  P. 
Hall,  at  the  call  of  Mrs.  Ackroyd.  a 
resolution  deploring  the  situation  re- 
sulting from  the  strike  In  the  muni- 
tions and  shipbuilding  industries  and 
offering  service  In  whatever  capacity 
they  might  be  needed,  was  endorsed 
by  the  women,  and  Mrs.  Ackroyd,  who 
presided,  was  authorized  by  her  sup- 
porters to  send  it  forward  to  the  Do- 
minion Government  for  its  considera- 
tion. 

About  forty  women  were  present, 
including  a  few  who  objected  strenu- 
ously to  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
the  chairman,  who  treated  the  matter 
chiefly  from  the  viewpoint  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  strikers  was  most  unpa- 
triotic In  the  present  crisis  of  war 
events. 

Train  Women  for  War  Service 

The  proposed  plan  of  the  organizer, 
though  still  only  In  the  preliminary 
stage,  was  to  form  a  "Canada's  Wo- 
men's Army."  which  should  be  given 
a  charter  by  the  Government  and 
placed  as  such  on  the  statute  books. 
The  resolution  further  asked  that  the 
military  authorities  be  Instructed  to 
train  &H  women  fit  for  military  ser- 
vice, so  that  they  might  take  the  place 
of  men  when  needed  for  the  defence 
of  their  country  and  prevent  a  recur- 
rence of  the  cessation  of  war  work.  It 
also  asked  that  all  profiteering  on  raw 
materials  be  ended,  such  as  is  done  In 
the  Industries;  that  all  aliens  should 
be  Interned  and  made  to  work  ae  they 
are  obliged  to  do  In  other  countries, 
and.  further,  that  an  people  of  neutral 
nations  be  put  on  the  same  basis  as 
the  Allien  with  respest  to  the  food 
question,  establishing  a  rationing  sys- 
tem for  all  with  the  exception  of  sol- 
diers on  active  service. 

Another  r*iaee  of  the  motion  de- 
manded that  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment place  the  strikers,  either  mooter* 
or  men  without  exception. .  under  the 
seme  refutation*  governing  the  sol- 
diers, and  on  refusal  to  obey  the  some 


give  thorn  the  same  punishment  ac- 
corded to  men  at  the  front  who  dis- 
obey their  roles  and  rebel. 

Weald  Form  Women's  Army 
It  woo  the  Intention  of  the  chairman 
to  form  the  "Canada's  Women's  Army" 
at  the  meeting,  aad  while  a  few  pres- 
ent expressed  approval  of  Immediate 
action  In  the  matter,  offering  assist- 
ance in  its  organisation,  tile  meeting 
as  a  whole  favored  adjournment  until 
on'  answer  to  the  resolution  was  re- 
ceived and  further  developments 
reached.  Mrs.  Ackroyd  mid  that  she 
would  like  to  see  a. labor  bureau  start- 
ed, and  she  herself  would  go  to  the 
heads  of  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board 
and  ask  them  to  take  into  their  service 
those  women  who  offered  to  do  the 
work  that  the  strikers  had  left  un- 
completed. She  felt  that  even  If  the 
strike  ended  and  the  men  returned  to 
work  that  the  women  would  not  feel 
any  the  worse  for  taking  the  stand 
they  did,  for  she  knew  they  would  feel 
that  they  had  done  their  bit. 

SETTLE  TROUBLES 
LATER,  IS  PLEA 

Mass  Meeting  Urges  Strikers 
to  Continue'  Shipyard  Work 
on  Grounds  of  National  Ex- 
pediency. 


Three  hundred  Victorians,  gathered 
In  the  Princess  Theatre  last  night, 
unanimously  k  passed  a  resolution 
urging  the  striking  shipyard  workers 
to  return  to  their  work  .  pending  a 
settlement  of  the  dispute. 

Mayor  Todd  presided,  and  among 
those  on  the  platform  were  repre- 
sentatives of  the  City  Council,  Wln- 
the-War  League,  returned  soldiers' 
organisations,  Next-of-Kin  Associa- 
tion and  Great  War  Veterans'  Auxil- 
Intense     enthusiasm      reigned 
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throughout,  and  each  of  the  several 
brief  speeches  given  was  accorded 
prolonged   applause   and   not  a     few 

cheers. 

In  opening  the  meeting  the  Mayor 
pointed  to  the  need  of  exerting  every 
force  towards  the  winning  of  the 
war,  and  declared  that  every  day's 
delay  in  the  shipyards  meant  loss  of 
life  to  those  overseas,  dependent  on 
the  outside  world  for  sustenance. 

Following  Is  the  text  of  the  reso- 
lution, moved  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Jameson. 
Vice-President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  B.  J. 
Perry,  of  the  Win-the-War  League. 
Text  of  Resolution 

"That  the  people  of  Victoria  in 
public  meeting  assembled,  feeling 
that  In  the  hour  of  danger  to  the 
Empire  Is  due  unswerving  loyalty,  de- 
plore with  the  deepest  regret  any  act 
which  may  prevent  or  tend  to  post- 
pone the  rendering  to  the  Allied  na- 
tions of  any  assistance  which  they 
now  so  urgently^  need. 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that  ^he 
construction  and  completion  of  the 
ships  now  building  in  British  Colum- 
bia is  a  national  necessity,  and  that 
the  men  now  on  strike  be  requested 
to  return  to  .work  pending  a  settle- 
ment of  any  dispute  which  may  ex- 
tat" 

Mr.  Jameson  made  a  plea  for  sup- 
port of  the  men  at  the  front.  The 
war  was  for  democracy,  and  it  should 
be  brought  home  to  the  shipyards  as 
well  as  to  the  trenches.  "Let  us  not 
forget  that  our  Empire  Is  at  war  and 
our  very  lives  are  at  stake,"  he  ad- 
monished his  hearers. 

Settle  Troubles  Later 

"It  Is  the  duty  of  every  man  to 
push  the  shipbuilding  Industry  and 
settle  domestic  troubles  afterwards " 
declared  Mr.  B.  J.  Perry,  who  added 
that  it  was  inconceivable  that  while 
the  Allies  were  locked  In  a  stupen- 
dous death-struggle  with  the  enemy 
of  civilization  the  shipyards  should 
be  tied  up  for  the  sake  of  a  few  dol- 
lars. "Is  that  patriotism?"  he  asked. 
"Let  us  put  our  shoulders  to  the 
wheel  and  give  our  soldiers  every 
assistance  possible  by  making  ships 
to  bring  them  food." 

Comrade  Haggerty.  of  the  Com- 
rades of  the  Great  War,  asserted  that 
a  strike  at  this  time  was  almost  crim- 
inal when  the  nation  was  fighting  for 
the  liberty  of  the  world  and  all  its 
strength  should  be  bent  towards  the 
common  purpose.  "I  hope  It  may 
never   be   said."    he   continued,    "that 
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the  maimed  snd  the  halt  had  to 
carry  on  in  Victoria  while  able- 
bodied  men  weie  standing  by.  I  ap- 
peal to  the  workers'  msnhood  and 
patriotism.  If  you  go  on  with  the 
ships  it  will  be  to  the  greatest  credit 
to  yourselves.  Tou  will  be  doing' 
your  bit." 

"In     the     Name    of     the     Bond,     be 
Patriots." 

Mrs.  T.  Palmer,  president  of  the 
Great  War  Veterans'  Auxiliary, 
claimed  that  if  the  strikers  had  one 
■park  or  patriotism  in  them  They 
would  not  stand  ba$k  during  this 
crisis.  "If  not  in  the  name  of  the 
living,  in  the  name  of  the  dead,  be 
patriots;   be  British,"  she  appealed. 

"This  Is  not  a  khaki  war;  it  has 
outgrown  that."  declared  Major  A. 
O.  Macdonaid.  "As  an  artillery  offi- 
cer I  know  of  the  splendid  support 
of  labor  on  the  firing-line.  I  nave 
used  the  products  of  its  toll — guns, 
-ammunition  and  supplies.  There  is 
no  finer  body  of  men  than  labor — 
when  it  is  working.  It  is  the  army 
behind  the  lines.  Labor  and  the  army 
are  equally  essential.  Yet  have  the 
soldiers  gone  out  on  strike?  It 
would  be  mutiny.  If  It  would  be 
mutiny  in  the  battlefield,  why  not  in 
the  labor  yards?  Mutiny  In  the 
army  means  a  firing  squad:  The  Hun 
Is  on  the  Marne.  Were  we  nearer 
the  war  we  would  realize  what  that 
means.  We  have  only  one  task  to 
perform.  This  is  the  first  time  I 
have  known  Victoria  to  have  a  black 
mark  against  Its  name.  We  must  all 
help  to  remove  It." 

Cause  of  the  Bread  Line* 

Mr.  J.  J.  Taylor,  another  returned 
soldier,  had  seen  the  long  bread 
lines  in  England  and  he  knew  the 
cause — lack  of  ships.  He  recalled 
that  the  soldiers  had  quit  good  Jobs 
to  fight,  and  now  they  were  willing 
to  quit  good  Jobs  to  work. 

"They  can  call  me  a  scab.  They 
can  call  me  what  they  like,  but  I'm 
going  to  work,"  wm  the  declaration 
of  Mr.  J.  Logan,  who  Introduced  him- 
self as  an  American  who  had  two 
brothers  in  France  fighting  for  Old 
Glory  and  the  British  flog.  "And  I 
am  not  going  to  work  for  wages 
alone,  even  though  I  have  only  three 
Liberty  bonds  and  $4  td  my  name," 
he  added. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  serious, 
most  damnable  strikes  that  I  have 
ever  known,"  asserted  Mr.  R.  G. 
Duggan.  former  president  of  the 
Great  War  Veterans'  Association,  who 
was  a  coal  miner  before  the  war. 
Father  of  Soldiers  to  Work 

Mr.  C.  K.  Thompson  said  he  was 
ready  to  join  Mr.  Logan  in  hitting  the 
trail  to  the  shipyards.  He  stated  that 
he  had  more  than  one  son  at  the 
front,  and  one  was  resting  beneath 
the  soil  of  France. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron  spoke  of  the 
neceMlty  of  getting  the  steamers  now 
under  construction  on  this  coast  ready 
for  service.  He  said  that  his  com- 
pany had  no  less  than  one  hundred 
carloads  of  ammunition  boxes  await- 
ing shipment  and  that  they  had  been 
stored  for  twelve  months  owing  to 
the  shipping  shortage.  He  claimed 
that  the  capacity  of  the  twenty-seven 
I.M.B.  ships  would  be  40,000,000  feet 
of  lumber. 


OLD-TIME  CITIZEN 
PASSES  TO  REST 


Mr.  Charles  Chislett,  Who 
Lived  Here  for  42  Vears, 
Succumbs  Following  Three 
Months'  Illness, 


,  After  an  Illness  of  three  months, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  underwent 
a  serious  operation  In  the  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital,  Mr.  Charles  Chislett. 
aged  66,  an  old  time  resident  of  Vic- 
toria, passed  away  early  this  morning 
at  his  home,  1028  Tolmle  Avenue. 
He  was  born  at  Port  Hope,  Ont,  and 
came  to  Victoria  42  years  ago.  At 
first  he  engaged  in  sheep  raising  In 
the  McNeill  Bay  district  but  subse- 
quently took  up  contracting  and  car- 
pentering in  which  he  built  up  a 
large  connection  and  became  widely 
known. 

The  late  Mr.  Chislett  belonged  to 
the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters 
and  the  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Metropolitan  Methodist  Church  and 
was  keenly  Interested  In  Its  work 
having  been  librarian  of  that  Institu- 
tion for  nine  years  in  the  course  of 
which  he  was  responsible  for  mov- 
ing the  library  from  the  old  to  the 
new  building. 

He  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  two 
sons,  A.  C,  of  The  Colonist  news 
rooms  and  A.  8.,  who  is  with  the 
Royal  Flying  Corps,  and  a  daughter, 
Mlsa  E.  B.,  who  is  engaged  at  the 
Irish  Linen  Store.

An  Order-in-Councll  has  been 
passed  by  the  Federal  Government 
which  brings  the  Dominion  Police 
under  the  Department  of  Militia  and 
Defence.  Word  to  this  effect  reached 
Major-General  R.  <J.  E  Leckle 
G.O.C.,  M.D.  No.  11.  yesterday.  w«h 
the  further  announcement  that  the 
new  force  would  be  commanded  by 
Provost-Marshal  Colonel  Godson  - 
Godson,  formerly  attached  here,  with 
Lieut. -Col.  Magee  as  Chief  Assistant 
Provost-Marshal,  acting  In  Military 
Districts  10.   11  and   12. 

The  new  force  will  be  known  as  the 
Canadian  Detachment  Canadian  Mili- 
tary Police,  and  will  have  civil  and 
military  branches,  which  will  agree 
by  conference  in  the  respective  dis- 
tricts on  the  most  effective  moans  of 
operation,  the  office  of  the"  organisa- 
tion being  chiefly  to  assist  with  tho 
enforcement  of  the  Military  flemtce 
Act.

SENT  UP  FOR  TRIAL 

New     Zcalander     Face*     Ten     Other 

Charges   of   Obtaining   Money 

Under  False  Pretences. 

John  C.  Harrison  was  sent  up  for 
trial  In  the  police  court  yesterday 
afternoon  by  Magistrate  Jay  on 
charges  of  obtaining  £21  12s  under 
false  pretences  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Tay- 
lor, of  Awa-muto,  New  Zealand.  Mr. 
W.  C.  Moresby  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Aikman 
appeared  for  the   defence. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Aikman  thought  there 
waa  no  evidence  to  ahow  that  accused 
sold  the  goods  under  false  pretences. 
Taylor  had  said  that  he  read  a  cir- 
cular on  January  le  telling  about  the 
wonders  of  the  sheep-dip  and  It  waa 
proven  that  the  circular  bad  not  been 
printed  until  the  end  of  January. 
The  evidence  of  Taylor  was  unsatis- 
factory and  he  believed  untrue. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Bullock -Webster,  on  be- 
half of  the  New  Zealand  Government, 
thought  Harrison  had  another  circu- 
lar which  he  gave  to  Mr.  Taylor  and 
-which  looked  Identically  the  same. 

Magistrate  Jay  'found  there  was 
sufficient  evidence  •  to  send  accused 
for   trial. 

Today  Harrison  will  be  charged 
with  obtaining  money  under  false 
pretences  from  Mr.  C.  Raeburn,  of 
New  Zealand.  There  are  ten  other 
charges  still  to  be,  heard.

BK  PUKES  FOR 
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Provincial  Expert  Estimates 
Growers  of  B.C.  Will  Realize 
Four  Millions  in  Money 
This  Year, 


British  Columbia  fruit  growers  will 
reap  the  reward  of  their  labors  this 
year,  says  UK  M.  8.  Middleton.  Pro- 
vincial Horticulturist,  who  has  Just 
returned  from  a  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  fruit- producing  sections  of 
Washington  and  Oregon  and  of  the 
chief  provincial  centres  in  the  Okan- 
agan,  Kootenaya  and  Lower  Mainland. 

"If  conditions  continue  at  all  fav- 
orable from  now  on  four  millions  of 
new  dollars  will  be  brought  Into  Brit- 
ish Columbia  this  year  at  a  conserva- 
tive estimate,"  was  Mr.  MIddleton's 
way  of  summarizing  the  result  of  his 
investigations.  Last  year  the  total 
value  of  the  Province's  fruit  output 
to  the  growers  was  estimated  at  $3,- 
000,000,  so  it  is  evident  that  In  the 
opinion  of  the  provincial  expert  1918 
will  be  a  banner  year.  * 

Prices  being  paid  the  growers  now 
are  record  ones,  much  In  excess  of 
previous  years,  and  much  of  the  crop 
has  already  been  contracted  for.  In 
fact,  from  the  financial  standpoint,  the 
British  Columbia  growers  will  this 
year.be  singularly  favored. 

Mr.  Middleton,  whose  trip  occupied 
three  weeks,  first  visited  the  Oregon 
and  Washington  fruit-producing  cen- 
tres, paying  special  attention  to  small 
fruits.  Strawberries  will  be  only 
about  half  crop  there,  due  principally 
to  the  dry  aeason  of  last  year  and 
the  ravages  of  the  root  weevil.  Rasp- 
berries and  loganberries  are  especially 
good  and  the  yield  will  be  heavy,  but 
owing  to  great  demand  from  can- 
neries the  output  will  be  easily  taken 
care  of  and  as  a  competitor  with  the 
British  Columbia  crop  the  crop  across 
the  line  will  not  be  a  factor  thia  year. 
But  in  any  event  the  large  production 
there  would  have  little  or  no  effect, 
as  the  British  Columbia  growers  have 
already  contracted  for  the  great  bulk 
of  their  crop. 

Generally  Satisfactory 

On  conditions  In  this  Province.  Mr. 
Middleton  stated  that  In  the  Kootenay 
secUon  they  are  generally  very  satis- 
factory. The  strawberry  crop  is  a 
little  lighter  than  last  year  owing  to 
the  plants  not  having  developed  suf- 
ficient crown  to  carry  a  heavy  yield. 
Raspberries  In  some  sections  have  sut- 
fered  from  frost,  a  fact  which  Is  some- 
what strange,  because  no  other  fruits 
were  Injured  and  Winter  Conditions 
were  especially  favorable. 

On  the  Lower  Mainland  the  rasp- 
berries and  blackberries  never  looked 
better.  On  Vancouver  Island  the 
strawberry  crop  will  be  only  a  fair 
one,  the  previous  dry  season  and  the 
effects  of  the  weevil  being  seen.  There 
has,  too,  been  some  ill  effects  from 
frost  In  the  Keatlngs  section. 

In  the  Okanagan  general  conditions 
are  satisfactory.  Small  fruits  are  not 
a  factor  there  compared  with  the 
larger  fruits.  Bearing  orchards  are 
rather  patchy  in  some  sections,  but, 
taking  the  Province  as  a  whole,  there 
will  be  a  fairly  good  apple  crop,  with 
a  tonnage  greater  than  last  year  on 
account  of  new  acreage  coming  Into 
production.  Pears  will  ba  a  very 
heavy  crop  all  through  both  on  this 
and  the  other  side  of  the  Interna- 
tional boundary,  the  only  section 
where  there  will  be  a  falling  off  being 
In  Oregon,  where  the  early  varieties 
were  Injured  by  frost. 

Of  stone  fruits — cherries,  apricots, 
peaches,  plums  and  prunes — a  very 
heavy  crop  was  promised  in  the  Pro- 
vince, but  recent  frosts  have  cut  down 
yields.  From  reports  received  by  him 
Mr.  Middleton  estimated  that  apricots 
have  been  cut  down  thirty-live  per 
cent,  and  the  other  stone  fruits  about 
twenty-five  per  cent,  because  of  the 
frosts.  This  situation,  he  states,  will 
be  the  more  serious  because  the 
growers  never  had  better  prices  offered 
to  them.  Apricots  have  been  con- 
tracted for  as  high  as  I1S0  per  ton 
(seven  and  one-half  cents  per  pound) 
f.o.b.  shipping  point.  Last  year  the 
price  secured  was  four  and  one-half 
cents  per  pound,  and  that  constituted 
a  record.  Bales  of  other  fruits  have 
been  correspondingly  good. 
High  Prices  Paid 

Apples  have  been  contracted  for  at 
as  high  as  three  and  one-half  cents 
per  pound,  orchard  run,  compared 
with  one  and  three-quarters  cents  hut 
year,  and  numerous  offers  were  made 
to  the  growers  at  9  SO  per  ton,  or  two 
and  one-half  cents  per  pound,  for 
what  Is  known  as  the  common  run. 
Last  year  this  quality  brought  from 
one  to  two  cents  per  pound. 

Consequently,  despite  the  cut  In  the 
output,  the  growers  will  enjoy  con- 
siderably greater  financial  returns  this 
year  than  last.  In  fact,  this  promises 
to  be  the  best  year  the  growers  ever 
experienced. 

Reports  received  at  the  department 
indicate  that  the  recent  heavy  frosts 
on  May  23  and  25  did  injury  only  in 
the  section  from  Okanagan  Centre 
southerly  and  did  not  extend  Into  the 
northern  Okanagan  section.  Possibly, 
Mr.  Middleton  stated,  the  greatest  In- 
Jury  from  frost  was  to  the  tomato 
plants  In  that  section,  where  a  re- 
ducUon  of  about  thirty  per  cent  In 
acreage  will  be  the  result.  The 
growers  have  been  unable  to  secure 
new  plants  to  re-set  the  affected  areas. 
The  Increased  area  this  year  was  very 
large,  probably  1,300  acres  throughout 
the  Okanagan  district,  and  most  of 
the  product  had  been  contracted  for 
by  local  and  coast  canneries  at  about 
$20  per  ton  compared  with  $15  per 
ton  last  year.  But  the  growers  will 
not  suffer  greatly,  for  they  can  re- 
plant their  acreage  with  other  crops. 
The  greatest  loss  will  be  felt  by  the 
canneries  which  had  prepared  for  the 
season's  operations  and  will  now  have 
to  look  elsewhere  for  stocks  or  operate 
with  greatly  reduced  tomato  supplies.

The  case  was  started  yesterday  be- 
fore His  Honor  Judge  Lampman.  in 
the  County  Court,  of  Pugin  ▼.  the 
Genoa  Bay  Lumber  Company.  The 
plalntlffa  are  H.  W.  Pugin  and  Edith 
Pugin.  and  they  are  suing  the  com- 
pany for  wrongful  eetxure  of  and  dam- 
age done  to  goods. 

There  le  no  denial  that  the  plain- 
tiff, H.  W.  Pugin,  owed  the  company 
for  lumber  supplied,  with  which  he 
built  a  house  oa  San  Spring  Island, 
and  m  his  evidence  he  stated  that  he 
had  no  desire  to  repudiate  the  debt 
or  his  liability  to  discharge  It  when  he 
wits  In  a  position  to  do  so  Entry  waa 
on  his  property  on'  Salt 


Island  when  he  waa  absent,  having 
left  with  a  draft  of  the  Inland  Watera 
Transport,  and  he  claims  he  waa  en- 
titled to  relief  from  the  liability  under 
the  War  Relief  Act. 

The  plaintiff  in  evidence  claimed 
that  when  the  eelsure  was  made  pro- 
perty was  left  strewn  about  and  ex- 
posed to  the  weather.

Incident  Which  Occurred  in 
Willows  Car  Yesterday  Is 
Expression  of  What  Soldiers 

•   Think  of  Red  Cross. 


The  following  incident  actually  oc- 
curred yesterday  afternoon  on  the 
Willows  car.  and  is  of  special  Interest 
today.

You  fel- 
lows should -have  the  very  best  there 
is  to  be  had  at  any  sacrifice  to  the 
people  not  fighting.     It  Is  your  right." 

The  soldier  looked  at  the  sleeve 
of  his  coat,  where  an  arm  ought  to 
have  been. 

"God  help  us  all  if  we  had  to  wait 
for  the  Red  Tapd  to  bind  pur 
wounds!  Thank  goodness,  the  Red 
Cross  do  things  first  and  then  look 
for  ways  and  means  afterwards.  You 
in  this  city  do  not  realize  what  the 
Red  Cross  really  means  to  us  at  the 
front.  Red  Cross  means  'do  it  now.' 
And   they   do  it." 

With  a  whimsical  smile,  looking 
down  at  his  empty  sleeve,  he  added: 

"They  tell  you  to  give  until  It 
hurts.  Oct  hold  of  your  cheque  book 
and  see  what  figure  will  jar  your 
arm   off." 

Realising  .what  the  Red  Cross  Is 
doing  to  mitigate  the^sufferlng  of  the 
sick  and  wounded,  to  cheer  the  lone- 
liness of  the  prisoners,  to  bring  relief 
to  the  anxious,  the  undersigned, 
as  representing  their  respective 
churches,  would  call  upon  all  who 
will  give  heed  to  them  to  support  to 
the  point  of  sacrifice  the  appeal  of 
today:  Bishop  Macdonald,  Bishop 
Schofleld,  W.  L.  Clay,  William  Stev- 
enson, John  Robson,  Charles  Crou- 
cher,   A.   deB.   Owen. 

ONE  OF  THE  POILUS 


Brave  Veteran  of  Verdun,.  Hold- 
er of  Croix  de  Guerre,  to  Be 
Buried  Today— Cpl,  Toubin 
Was  Frenchman, 


There  is  something  peculiarly  pa- 
thetic in  the  death  of  Cpl.  Joseph 
August  Touibin,  a  veteran  of  the 
French  army  in  the  present  war,  who 
passed  away  this  week  in  Victoria,  af- 
ter a  long  and  wearing  illness. 

Cpl.  Toubln's  home  here  was  at  842 
Flsgard  Street.  He  was,  however,  a 
native  of  France,  and  when  the  war 
broke  out  he  Joined  the  army  of  his 
compatriots,  fighting  side  by  side  with 
the  brave  legions  of  pollus  through  the 
terrible  affray  at  Verdun,  when  the 
French  made  such  a  gallant  stand 
against  the  on- pressing  German  foe. 
Before  he  was  discharged,  "medically 
unfit,"  he  was  awarded  the  Croix  de 
Guerre.  Then  he  came  to  Canada 
and  back  to  Victoria  Some  time  since 
he  doffed  bis  soldier  uniform,  but  his 
heart  and  spirit  were  with  the  Allies 
to  the  end,  and  his  long  illness  was 
made  the  harder  by  the  thought  that 
he  could  do  nothing  more  to  help  in 
driving  the  enemy  from  the  soil  of  la 
Belle  France. 

He  leaves  a  widow  an  dtwo  children, 
unfortunately  In  destitute  circum- 
stances. In  whom  the  citizens  of  Vic- 
toria will  surely  snow  their  Interest  in 
honor  of  France  and  one  of  the  brave 
men  who  fought  with  the  army  of  the 
Allies. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  this  af- 
ternoon at  3:20  from  the  B.C.  Funeral 
Chapel,  with  military  honors.

Headquarters 
of  this  garrison  battalion,  as  pre- 
viously announced,  are  In  Vancouver. 


PROVINCIAL  ACT 
IS  DISALLOWED 


Ottawa  Vetoes  Settlers'  Rights 
Amendment  Act  Passed  by 
Province  Last  Year— Large 
Coal  Interests  at  Stake. 


Announcement  to  the  effect  that  the 
Federal  Government  has  disallowed 
the  act  passed  last  year  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government,  the  Vancouver 
Island  Settlers'  Rights  Act.  1*14. 
Amendment  Act,  1917,  was  received 
yesterday  afternoon  from  Ottawa,  by 
Mr.  Harold  B.  Robertson,  of  the  law 
firm  of  Messrs.  Barnard,  Robertson. 
Heisterman  &  Tait.  The  Government 
had  not  up  to  last  night  received  any 
confirmation  of  the  news,  and  Its  only 
information  on  the  subject  was  that 
furnished  to  Attorney-General  Farris 
by  Mr.  Robertson. 

The  disallowance  of  the  measure 
brought  down  at  the  1917  session  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature  by  the  late 
Premier  Brewster  is  a  matter  of  great 
importance  in  the  coal  mining  indus- 
try of  this  Island.  It  Is  another  Im- 
portant landmark  In  the  now  famous 
and  long  drawn  out  controversy  over 
the  Settlers'  Rights  question,  a  ques- 
tion that  has  gone  to  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil and  on  which,  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, lengthy  and  expensive  litigation 
is  pending  between  the  Canadian  Col- 
lieries (Dunsmuir),  Limited,  and  al- 
lied interests,  and  the  Granby  Con- 
solidated Mining,  Smelting  &  Power 
Company,  which  has  recently  entered 
the  Nanaimo  coal  field  and  secured 
properties,  title  to  some  of  which  they 
are  seeking  through  those  who,  under 
the  Provincial  Act  of  last  year,  had 
been  enabled  to  come  forward  and 
assert  their  claims  to  title  in  coal 
lands 

Interests  Argue  Case 

The  action  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment follows  representations  recently 
made  by  those  interests  which  claim 
the  title  to  coal  lands  because  of  their 
acquisition  of  rights  under  the  trans- 
fer of  the  land  grant  to  the  E.  &  N. 
Railway  Company. 

The  act  passed  last  year  by  the 
Provincial  Government  extended  the 
time  within  which  settlers  who  were 
allowed  under  the  1904  act  to  file 
claims  for  Crown  grants  might  come 
In.  Under  the  latter  act  the  time  limit 
was  put  as  of  February  10,  1905.  Last 
year's  act  reopened  the  question  by 
providing  that  any  persons  claiming 
through  the  old  settlers  who  "squat- 
ed"  In  the  area  many  years  ago  before 
the  E.  &  N.  land  grant  was  given  to 
the  Dunsmuir  Interests  should  be  al- 
lowed to  make  their  claims  up  to  Sep- 
tember 1,  1917,  and  many  claims  were 
put  in  for  Crown  grants,  two  of  which 
were  approved,  both  going  to  the 
Granby  Company,  which  concern  haa 
been  in  negotiation  with  a  number  of 
the  claimants  to  secure  their  rights 
and  thus  furnish  the  company  with 
additional  coal  areas.  The  company 
opposed  the  arguments  advanced  at 
Ottawa  for  disallowance  of  the  19*17 
act,  the  chief  Interests  seeking  federal 
action  being  the  E.  A  N.  Railway 
Company,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  London  Stock  Exchange,  the  legis- 
lative committee  of  the  American  In- 
vestment Bankers'  Association,  the 
executive  of  the  Canadian  Bondhold- 
ers' Association,  the  bondholders'  com- 
mittee of  the  Canadian  Collieries 
(Dunsmuir),  Limited,  and  the  Na- 
tional Trust  Company.* 

The  whole  question  of  titles  to  coal- 
bearing  areas  on  the  Island  was  gone 
into  by  Council  for  the  various  Inter- 
ested parties  before  the  executive 
council  at  Ottawa,  who  asserted  that 
the«1904  Act  settled  the  titles  of  set- 
tlers, for  It  gave  squatters,  or  those 
claiming  through  them,  twelve  months 
within  which  to  make  their  claims  to 
rights  in  the  minerals  under  the  lands 
held  by  them  under  occupation.  They* 
claimed  that  the  1907  act  re-open- 
ing the  matter  and  giving  additional 
time  within  which  claims  might  be 
made  waa  violation  of  the. Validation 
Act  of  1910. 

Company's    Claims 

This  latter  measure  confirmed  an 
agreement  between  the  Province  and 
the  E.  &  w.  Railway  Company  made 
in  October,  1909,  to  settle  the  com- 
pany's claim  for  compensation  in  re- 
spect of  lands  granted  under  the  1904 
act  by  which  the  company  was  td  re- 
ceive 20,000  acres  of  Crown  land  with 
mineral  rights  free  of  taxation  for  ten 
years.  It  was  claimed  that  under  last 
year's  act  amending  the  1904  Act,  179 
claimants  appeared,  their  claims  cov- 
ering some  32^)00  acres.  90  per  cent 
of  which  were  supposed  to  be  coal- 
bearing  land  which  the  railway  com- 
pany would  be  forced  to  buy  at  pro- 
hibitive prices  should  the  claimants 
secure  Crown  grants.  Under  the  1910 
validating  act  it  Is  provided  that  no 
licences  in  respect  of  coal  are  to  be 
issued  to  persons  other  than  the  rail- 
way company  In  respect  of  coal  lands 
In  the  territory  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
company. 

Hon.  William  Sloan,  Minister,  of 
Mines,  stated  yesterday  that  pending 
receipt  of  official  notification  of  the 
reported  action  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment he  did  not  feel  inclined  to 
comment  upon  the  matter.  He  said 
that  in  1904  when  he  and  the  late 
Mr.  Ralph  Smith  were  members  of  the 
Federal  House  they  took  the  stand 
that  the  1904  Provincial  Act  should 
not  be  disallowed  when  efforts  were 
being  made  to  haveMhat  course  adopt- 
ed by  the  then  Government  The  mat- 
ter was  carried  to  the  Privy  Council  In 
1907  in  the  celebrated  McGregor  case 
and  the  highest  court  decided  that  the 
Provincial  legislation  waa  proper  and 
the  Province  competent  to  pass  It. 
The  Minister  believed  that  the  1917 
act  was  equally  intra  vires.

GIRL  WORKERS  FOR 
OKANAGAN  ORCHARDS 

VERNON,  B.C.,  May  31.— Miss 
Sutherland,  of  Vancouver,  who  is 
working  as  the  T.  W.  C.  A.  secretary 
for  the  Okanagan  in  connection  with 
the  movement  to  place  women  and 
girl  workers  in  the  orchards  this  sea- 
son, is  making  a  tour  of  the  district 
this  week.  She  has  been  in  communi- 
cation with  committees  of  the  fruit 
growers'  associations  at  various  cen- 
tres, and  now  has  the  preliminary  ar- 
rangements well  In  hand.  Last  year 
the  girls  from  the  coast  gave  good 
satisfaction  here,  and  they  were  well 
pleased  with  the  treatment  accorded 
them  by  the  orohardists.  This  season 
the  number  so  employed  will  be  great- 
ly increased,  and  the  plan  promises  to 


aid.  materially  In  solving  the  problem 
of  labor  shortage. 

There  will  be  shortage  in  tomato 
production  throughout  the  Okanagan 
this  year  due  to  an  unprecedented 
frost  which  visited  the  district  on  two 
nights  during  the  last  week  in  May. 
A  large  acreage  had  been  planted  in 
tomatoes,  and  the  canneries  had  made 
preparations  for  a  record  pack.  New 
plants  are  not  now  available  for 
transplanting,  and  many  farmers  will 
replant  the  ground  with  potatoes  or 
another  crop.  The  frost  was  not  gen- 
eral, but  visited  the  district  in  streaks, 
some  fields  being  untouched  while 
neighboring  crops  were  cut  down.

SAYS  AMBASSADOR 

WAS  PLACKMAILED 

LONDON.  May  31.— The  greater 
part  of  today's  proceedings  •  In  the 
trial  of  Noel  Pemberton-Billing  was 
taken  up  with  a  cross-examination  of 
Captain  Harold  Sherwin  Spencer,  who 
gave  startling  testimony  on  his  direct 
examination. 

Captain  8pencer  said  that  he  had 
received  Information  from*  Italian 
deputies  and  members  of  the  British 
embassy  at  Rome  about  the  efforts 
of  the  camarilla  to  get  Herbert  Ae- 
quith,  Joseph  Caillaux  and  Giovanni 
Glolittl  returned  to  power  as  the  pre- 
miers, respectively,  of  England, 
France  and  Italy. 

Mrs.  George  Keppet.  who  waa  men- 
tioned by  Captain  Spencer  as  the  mes- 
senger between  Germans  and  English- 
men, was  represented  by  counsel,  who 
asked  that  she  be  given  an  opportun- 
ity later  to  give  evidence  that  she  had 
not  been  in  Holland  since  the  out- 
break of  the  war.  The  Judge  granted 
the  request. 

Captain  Hall,  chief  of  the  Admiralty 
Intelligence  department,  also  will  be 
called. 

Captain  Spencer  declared  today  that 
In  May,  1017,  he  had  made  this  report 
to  the  chief  of  the  British  general 
staff  In  writing:  "We  are  being  un- 
dermined In  Italy  because  the  Brit- 
ish ambassador  In  Italy  la  being  black- 
mailed by  the  Germans  and  is  afraid 
to  send  Information  to  England." 

Captain  Kpencer  added  that  the  am- 
bassador's name  was  also  on  the  list 
prepared  by  German  secret  agents  of 
forty-seven  thousand  British  men  and 
women. 


Ships  from  Sweden 
WASHINGTON.  May  11.  —  More 
than  400,000  tons  of  shipping  are  re- 
leased to  the  United  States  and  the 
Allies  by  Sweden  under  the  terms 
of  tbe  commercial  agreement  signed 
at  Stockholm  by  representatives  of 
the  two  govern!  nenta,  the  State  De- 
partment was  notified  today.  Dis- 
patches from  Sweden  recently  have 
said  a  reduction  in  the  bread  ration 
soon  would  become  necessary,  which 
would  place  the  country  In  real  dis- 
tress.

BREAK  RELATIONS 

WITH  ENEMIES 


Step  Urged  on  National  Coun- 
cil of  Women  by  Daughters 
of  Empire — Interesting  Re- 
ports 'Read  at  Convention. 


TORONTO,  May  31.— Unless  the 
National  Council  of  Women  of  Can- 
ada repudlaltes  its  connection  with 
enemy  countries  there  la  an  end  to 
the  federation  of  that  body  with  the 
Imperial  Order  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  Empire,  according  to  a  resolution 
passed  unanimously  at  the  I.  O.  D.  B. 
convention  this  morning.  The  reso- 
lution requests  the  National  Council 
of  Women  to  Issue  a  statement  at  the 
very  earliest  opportunity  repudiating 
any  further  federation  with  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Women  In  Germany. 
Austria  and  Bulgaria,  not  only  during 
the  period  of  the  war,  but  afterward, 
unless  in  the  Judgment  of  right  think- 
ing people  of  the  world,  Germany  and 
her  allies  can  safely  be  trusted  In  In- 
ternational   councils. 

"We  further  beg  leave  to  state."  the 
resolution  continues,  "that  It  will  be 
Impossible  far  the  Imperial  Order  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  to  re- 
main In  any  federation  with  any  or- 
ganisation unwilling  to  make  such  a 
declaration." 

The  treasurer's  report  showed  that 
the  order  had  collected  $1,044,250 
throughout  the  Dominion  last  year. 

The  secretary's  report  stated  that  no 
less  than  670  men  had  been  practically 
restored  to  health  at  the  I.  O.  D.  E. 
Hospital,  Hyde  Park.  The  annexes  to 
the  Maple  Leaf  Club  In  London  had 
accommodated  with '  beds  an  average 
of  250  men  a  night.  Up  to  March  23. 
1918,  47,687  beds  were  provided  and 
CO  1,400  meals  served  to  men  recently 
arrived  from  Canada  on  "landing 
leave." 

The  order  now  has  700  chapters  and 
a  membership  of  45,000.

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE.  May  31. — (By  the  A.P.) — 
Fighting  has  begun  on  a  new  section 
of  the  battle  line.  In  the  region  of  the 
Ailette  river,  between  the  Aisne  front 
and  the  front  of  the  German  attack 
In  March.  Owing  to  the  ability  of 
the  enemy  to  bring  to  bear  a  large 
concentration  of  artillery  and  the  use 
of  poison  gas  shells,  the  Allies  were 
obliged  to  withdraw  slightly. 

The  fan-like  formation  of  the 
enemy  movement  waa  pushed  out  on 
the  sides  and  in  the  centre  yesterday, 
covering  more  territory.  The  Allies 
are  falling  back  slowly  before  enor- 
mously greater   numbers. 

Aviators  report  great  activity  on 
the  roads  all  along  the  rear  of  the 
Oerman  advanqed  forces,  as  fresh 
enemy  divisions  are  hurried  forward 
to  take  the  place  of  exhausted  units. 

The  Allied  airmen  are  doing  splen- 
did work*  harassing  the  Oerman  rein- 
forcements and  supply  columns  by 
making  attacks  from  low  altitudes 
with  machine  guns.  The  Oerman 
aviators  are  very  numerous  in  this 
region,  and  aerial  combats  occurred 
constantly. 

In  the  central  part  of  the  battle - 
front  the  enemy,  finding  that  before 
him  were  only  tired  troops  which  had 
fought  day  and  night  since  Monday, 
was  able  to  make  another  leap  to- 
ward the  Marne  by  penetrating  the 
thin  Allied  dine  with  amall  bodies  of 
men  armed  with  light  machine  guns. 

The  battle  has  now  developed  al- 
most purely  Into  an  infantry  fight. 
The  artillery  in  action  appears  to  bo 
only  about  the  same  amount  as  is 
usual  on  a  quiet  sector. 

South  of  Solssons  the  enemy  at- 
tempted a  renewal  of  his  push,  but 
came  in  contact  with  French  troops, 
which  thrust  him  back,  notwithstand- 
ing his  employment  of  his  numerous 
tanks.  The  French  here  executed  a 
vigorous  counter-attack,  which  caus- 
ed great  confusion  and  loss  to  Ger- 
man battalions  and  made  the  enemy 
hesitate.  No  progress  was  made.  In 
the  centre  the  Germans  are  placing 
great  faith  in  their  Immense  super- 
iority In  numbers.  An  added  advan- 
tage is  that  they  carry  a  number  of 
light  and  heavy  machine  guns.  They 
evidently  are  abundantly  supplied 
with  ammunition,  as  they  kept  their 
guns  going  at  all  times.  Vllle-cn- 
Tardenols  was  a  target  for  the  few 
oannon  they  were  able  to  carry  for- 
ward with  them  during  their  rapid 
advance.  Their  Incendiary  shells 
started  a  fire  in  that«town,  or  Its  im- 
mediate vicinity,  as  the  correspond- 
ent witnessed  large  clouds  of  smoke 
there,  while  frequently  shrapnel  burst 
overhead.  Farther  eastward.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Rhelms,  where  the  united 
French  and  British  colums  are  resist- 
ing, the  enemy  appears  unable  to 
make  any  advance,  except  when  the 
Allies  are  ready  to  recede  to  read- 
just their  line  while  neighboring 
troops  fall  back. 

In  the  Allied  staff  headquarters 
visited  by  the  correspondent,  the  of- 
ficers are  full  of  confidence  that  th<j 
battle  will  soon  turn  In  favor  of  the 
Allies,  notwithstanding  the  present 
great  superiority  of  the  German  ef- 
fectives. The  spirit  of  the  Allied  troops 
la  marvelous  under  these  circum- 
stances. Tha  correspondent  saw 
French  and  British  battalions  who  had 
Just  come  oat  of  tha  terrible  struggle, 
singing  along  the  roads.  In  spite  of 
their  exhaustion. 

A  story  Just  to  hand  tells  of  the 
heroic  conduct  of  three  French  battal- 
ions which  ware  surrounded  In  tha 
forest  of  Plnoa  on  Monday.  They  en- 
trenched themselves.  Succor  could  not 
he  sent  to  them.  Their  rifles  aad  ma- 
chine guns  were  beard  for  many 
hours.  The  last  message  from  them 
came  Tuesday  at  S  o'clock  by  carrier 
pigeon.  It  said  they  would  hold  out 
untn  the  last.  It  Is  probable  that 
when  their  ammunition  became  ex- 
j    hausted   the  survivors  were  captured. 


UNPLEASANT  AFFAIR 
.     OCCURS  AT  MONTREAL 

MONTREAL..  May  31. — A  riot  was 
only  averted  by  the  prompt  action  of 
one  of  the  priests  of  the  Church  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  and  the  presence  of 
the  police,  when  a  crowd  of  close  to 
2,000  people,  assembled  to  witness  the 
Corpus  Chrlstl  procession.  Invaded  the 
premises  of  the  Mount  Royal  Method- 
ist Church  on  Thursday  night 

The  ornamental  iron  gate  of  the 
church  wan  -torn  down  and  carried 
soma  distance  down  the  road  by  .the 
crowd,  and  the  grounds  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  were  at  times  raided, 
while  prospects  of  lively  encounters 
seemed  imminent  between  the  crowd 
outside  and  about  a  doxen  people 
within  the  grounds  of  the  church. 

The  trouble  Is  stated  to  have  arisen 
through'  the  unwillingness  of  a  num- 
ber of  young  people,  apparently  con- 
nected with  the  Methodist  Church, 
who  refused  to  allow  the  property  to 
be  used  aa  a  grandstand  from  which 
to  watch  the  celebration  at  the  Cath- 
olic Church  opposite.

SPEAKS  OF  SIBERIA 

LONDON,  June  1. — The  Dally  Mall 
prints  today  an  interview  had  by  its 
Tokio  correspondent  with  Field  Mar- 
shal Count  Terauchl,  the  Japanese 
Premier.  The  dispatch  Is  dated  May 
23.  Count  Terauchl  begged  to  be 
excused  from  discussing  intervention 
in  Siberia,  saying  that  the  "project 
did   not  originate  with  Japan." 

Replying  to  a  question  regarding 
a  statement  attributed  to  him  con- 
cerning the  possibility  of  Japan  seek- 
ing an  alliance  with  Germany  Count 
Terauchl  said  a  hypothetical  question

They  have  been  touring  the 
country  since  January  1  for  this 
cause  and  their  appearance  at  the 
Arena  here  will  be  In  excess  of  their 
200th  concert  since  that  time. 

The  Paulist  Choristers,  called  by 
the  New  York  critics  "the  choir  in- 
comparable," sang  in  the  Internation- 
al Choral  Competition  in  Paris,  in 
which  497  choral  organizations  from 
all  over  Europe  took  part.  The  first 
prise  was  awarded  to  the  Paulist 
Choristers,  the  Judges  being  Puccini, 
Mascagni,  Saint  -  Saens  emd  other 
foremost  composers  and  musi- 
cians of  the  day.  The.  French 
Academy  conferred  upon  Father 
Finn  the  Order  of  the  Palms, 
and  a  reception  wax  tendered  the 
choir  by  President  Fallieres.  'They 
were  also  the  recipients  from  the 
French  Government  of  two  precious 
Sevres  vases,  which  they  brought 
back  to  America  as  international 
trophies.  While  in  Paris  they  sang 
also  at  the  famous  cathedral  of  Notre 
Dame,  and  in  Rome  at  the  Vatican 
for  the  late  Pope  Plus  X.  The  Holy 
Father  bestowed  upon  Father  Finn 
the  title  of  Magister  Cantorum 
(Master  of  Singers). 

ler  Finn,  who  is  not  yel  IT 
years  of  age,  was  a  composer  at  16, 
sand  made  his  early  musical  studies  at 
'the  New  England  Conservatory  in 
Boston  and  later  studied  under  some 
of  the  foremost  choirmasters  in  Eng- 
land. Among  the .  boy  soprano  solo- 
ists Master  William  Hallissey  is  prob- 
ably the  most  prominent.  He  is 
known  as  "the  boy  Oalli-Curci"  in 
Eastern  musical  circles,  having  a  re- 
markable coloratura  voice,  holding  F 
above  high  C  for  over  60  seconds.

HARDEN  SEES  FOLLY 
IN  TEUTONIC  ALLIANCE 

LONDON.  May  81. — Austria-Hun- 
gary cannot  accept  the  new  alliance 
with  Germany,  says  Maximilian  Har- 
den In  an  attack  upon  the  agreement 
In  Die  Zukunft,  according  to  The 
Times.  The  German  editor  pours 
contempt  upon  what  he  calls  "the 
brilliantly  organized  madness"  which 
consists  in  trying  to  make  people  be- 
lieve that  after  the  war  will  arise  a 
"German  and  Austro- Hungarian  com- 
munity of  wills"  in  the  political  and 
economic  spheres. 

Austria-Hungary,  In  Harden's  opin- 
ion, will  have  something  more  urgent 
than  nonsense  of  this  sort  to  think 
about. 

He  continues:  "The  deeply-indebt- 
ed empire  will  be  able  to  obtain  no- 
where but  in  the  United  States  a  new 
loan  running  into  billions,  but  Am- 
erica cannot  be  forced  on  any  battle- 
field by  any  victor  to  grant  this  ac- 
commodation, and  if  Americans  with- 
hold the  money  even  the  so-called 
switching  off  of  industry,  which  In 
Austria  too  is  working  only  for  war 
requirements,  will  become  impossible. 
On  the  day  that  firing  ceases,  that 
artificial  Inflation  of  wages  cannot 
longer  be  maintained,  and  an  abyss 
will  yawn  and  open  wide. 

"Is  it  not  intelligible  that  Austria- 
Hungary  should  long  for  a  termina- 
tion of  the  war  that  will  leave  her  the 
possibility  of  an  understanding  with 
America?  Mora  than  the  goodwill  of 
anybody  else,  Austria  needs  the  good- 
will of  the  Unite<W*tates." 


Are  Firm  for>  Conscription 
TORONTO,  May  31. — A  constituent 
called  on  W.  F.  Maclean.  M.P.  for 
South  York,  with  regard  to  the  peti- 
tion from  farmers  in  Markham,  ask- 
ing him  to  resign  his  seat  if  he  did 
not  oppose  conscription  of  farmers. 
Mr.  Maclean  said  he  was  not  going 
to  resign,  that  on  the  contrary  he 
told  the  electors,  farmers  Included,  at 
all  of  his  meetings  in  the  late  con- 
test, that  he  was  for  conscription  and 
would  support  its  enforcements.  Dr.

Moreover,  men  are  urgently  wanted 
In  these  branches.  Much  of  the  suc- 
cess of  military  operations  Is  depen- 
dent upon  transportation  facilltes, 
roads,  railways,  bridges,  buildings, 
water  supply,  sanitary  arrangements, 
and  many  other  items  of  equally  vital 
Importance,  and  which  call  for  men 
who  are  both  sklled  and  experienced. 

There  are  still  In  British  Columbia 
many  men  who,  though  not  subject 
to  the  Military  Service  Act,  are 
eligible  for  enlistment  In  this  branch 
of  the  service  as  volunteers,  and  who 
by  reason  of  their  ability  and  ex- 
perience are  most  valuable  to  the 
Canadian  Army  In  France  today. 

The  universal  effort  of  Canada  to- 
day Is  to  do  all  In  one's  power  to  aid 
In  brtnajing  about  the  end  of  the  war, 
and  although  a  man  may  be  In  a 
comfortable  Job  in  civil  life,  he  may 
be  doing  very  little  towards  ending 
the   war.

Tent  Caterpillar  Pest,  Like 
Tempests,  Not  Possible  of 
Control  by  Government- 
Natural  Methods  Best. 


The  Provleleat  Department  of  Ag- 
rleoUure  ku  iseued  the  following 
statement: 

"The     Department    of    Agriculture. 

Ms  recently  been,  subjected  to 


some  criticism  In  the  local  papers 
for  alleged  negligence  tn  dealing  with 
the  tent  caterpillar  peat,  undertakes 
to  explain  It*  position.  Much  or  this 
criticism.  It  claims,  is  uncalled  for, 
and  show*  the  crlticlxer's  lack  of 
correct  knowledge  of  the  life  history 
of  the  Insect  and  of  conditions  ae 
they  exist. 

"The  teat  oaterpllar  has  been  pre* 
valent  for  years,  and  for  years  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  through 
the  Horticultural  Branch,  by  moans 
of  demonstrations,  spray  calendars, 
press  articles  and  lectures,  has  tried 
to  impress  upon  the  townspeople  and 
fruit  growers  the  beat  means  of  arti- 
ficial control.  "Ton  oan  load  a  horse 
to  water,  but  you  oannot  make  him 
drink." 

"If  fruit  growers  and  ether  Interest* 
ed  parties  would  make  use  of  the  in- 
formation given  out,  and  each  year 
apply  a  simple  arsenate  of  lead  spray, 


( 


In  the  proportion  of  2  pounds  of 
arsenate  of  lead  to  40  gallons  of 
water,  to  trees  and  shrubs  of  eco- 
nomic importance,  Just  at  the  time 
when  apple  trees  are  coming  Into 
bloom,  practically  no  damage  would 
result  from  the  ravages  of  the  tent 
caterpillar.  That  this  la  a  fact  can 
be  demonstrated  In  any  of  the  com* 
merclal  orchards  of  the  aeanlch  pen* 
insula  which  received  the  arsenate  of 
lead  spray.  In  these  orchards  prac- 
tically not  a  single  nest  of  tent  cater- 
pillar has  been  found,  while  In  un- 
sprayed  orchards  the  pest  la  preva- 
lent. The  tent  caterpillar  Is  moot 
easily,  destroyed  Just  after  It  has 
hatched  from  the  egg.  and  net  when 
It  has  reached  its  mature  develop- 
ment. One  mouthful  of  grefn  loaf 
covered  with  a  little  arsenate  of  lead 
Is  sufficient  to  send  the  young  cater- 
pillar to  the  great  beyond.  "An 
ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound 


of  cure." 

"Artificial  methods,  such  as  crush- 
ing, tramping  and  burning,  will  never 
exterminate  the  tent  catei  pillar.  Eco- 
nomic trees  and  shrubs  can  be  easily 
protected  by  spraying,  so  that  na 
damage  will  result.  Our  only  hope 
of  holding  the  tent  caterpillar  in  con- 
trol on  shade  trees  and  shrubs  aad 
on  unoccupied  and  waste  places  is  by 
means  of  natural  control  methods. 

"In  if  IT  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture was  fortunate  In  being  able  to 
avail  itself  of  the  expert  advice  of 
Mr.  J.  D.  Tothlll.  B.H.A.,  who  is  in 
charge  of  natural  control  investiga- 
tions for  the  Dominion  entomological 
Branch.  Mr.  Tothlll  found  that  the 
tent  caterpillar,  larvae  In  this  district 
and  on  the  Lower  Mainland  were  very 
heavily  parasitised  la  1»17.  and 
specifically  advised  the  department 
that  all  nests  on  trees  and  shrubs  of 
no  economic  Importance  he  left  un- 
disturbed oo   that  the   larvae     could 


complete  their  life  history,  thus  en- 
abling the  parasites  to  increase.  If 
the  caterpillars  are  destroyed  the 
parasites  are  destroyed  also.  Mr.  Tot- 
hlll also  strongly  urged  the  depart- 
ment to  adopt  the  same  plan  in  ltlS. 

"The  Songhees  Reserve,  being  Gov- 
ernment property,  Is  always  a  "bone 
of  contention"  when  It  comee  to  com- 
bating the  tent  caterpillar.  This 
tract  of  land  Is  covered  with  trees 
and  bushes  of  no  economic  Import- 
ance, and  It  affords  an  Ideal  place  for 
the  production  of  parasites  which  we 
hope  will  eventually  hold  the  pest  In 
control.  Instead  of  being  neglected, 
the  reserve  has  been  under  observa- 
tion and  at  the  present  time  It  Is 
acted  that  the  tent  caterpillar  are 
very  heavily  parasitised. 

"The  tent  caterpillars  do  not 
migrate  far  from  their  neat  until  full 
grown  and  at  that  time  they  have 
completed  feeding,  so  do  very  little 
damage.      At    the    present    Ume    the 


majority  of  the  damage  has  been 
done  and  the  caterpillars  are  now 
hunting  a  suitable  plane  to  pupate, 
from  which  a  large  percentage  of 
them  will  never  I m merge  as  moths 
owing  to  being  parasitised.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  it  is  a  wrong  policy  to 
destroy  those  Insects  when  they  are 
full  grown,  as  you  destroy  the  natur- 
al control  enemies  at  this  time;  the 
time  to  destroy  then  is  when  the) 
nests  are  small. 


"Tent  caterpillars  can  he  controlled 
with  ease  by  spraying  on  trees  and 
shrubs  of  economic  Impwlonno.  and 
If  these  trees  am  defoliated  the  own? 
ere  have  only  themselves  to  blame."

HAZARDS  OF  WAR  IN 
THEAIR 

By  Lieut.  F.  J.  Sleath 


The  clouds  were  hanging  low  over 
the  earth,  and  the  pilot  noaed  down 
through  them  until  the  country  Im- 
mediately behind  the  German  Unei 
came  Into  view. 

Nona  knew  better  than  he  the  risk 
that  he  was  running.  It  meant  that 
hia  aeroplane  offered  an  eaay  target 
to  the  anti-aircraft  batteries  in  the 
neighborhood.  At  any  moment  a 
hostile  plane  might  dive  down  on  him 
out  of  the  clouda.  But  some  special 
Information  waa  urgently  required  by 
the  Staff,  and  to  secure  this  Informa- 
tion ha  had  to  come  down  to  tha 
height  which  tha  limit*  of  the  clou.l- 
totdt  forced  on  him. 

Tha  shrapnel  started  bursting 
around  him  almost  as  soon  a*  he  ap- 
peared. Here  and  there  he  noticed 
the  fiery  clusters  of  "flaming  onions" 
— inflammable  projectile*  after  the 
fashion  of  chain  shot  But  he  waa 
the.  crack  pilot  of  a  crack  squadron, 
and  sending  hia  machine  Into  the 
wildest  series  of  manoeuvres,  diving 
and  looping  and  slde-sltpning,  he  left 
th*  German  gunner*  guesaing  every 
time. 

Over  the  objective  he  flitted  like  a 
frightened  bird  above  a  forest  Are. 
The  district  beneath  him  was  thickly 
studded  with  anti-aircraft  batteries 
and  ovary  gun  waa  firing  its  maximum 
number  of  round*.  Hi*  wings  war* 
holed  In  a  score  of  place*.  Now  and 
again  th*  whole  machine  shivered  a* 
larger  shell  fragment*  thudded 
-against  tha  stout  steel  casing  of  cylin- 
ders and  crankshaft  or  dangerously 
wounded  wing  spar*  and  longer  other 
portions  of  the  main  structure.  He 
was  ringed  by  a  smoking  miasma 
alive  with  flying  splinters. 

The  cloud*  reached  down  and 
wreathed  themselves  among  the 
amok*  burst*,  forcing  Mm  to  descend 
tower  and  lower  to  give  hi* 


a  clear  field  of  vision;  and  the  lower 
he  deacended,  the  hotter  and  more 
accurate  the  enemy  efforts  grew.  But 
not  until  he  heard  his  comrade's  voice 
telling  him  through  the  telephone  ear 
piece  Inside  his  flying  hood  that  the 
reconnaissance  waa  completed,  did  he 
pull  back  his  control  lever  and  send 
his  machine  soaring  up  towards  the 
sheltering  'clouds. 

Pilot  and  observer  had  started  their 
fighting  Career  in  France  together, 
and  while  the  former  was  building  up 
his  flying  reputation,  the  latter  was 
Just  as  steadily  gaining  credit  as  one 
of  the  first  Lewis  gunners  in  the 
corps.  And  now,  as  they  climbed 
steadily  upwards,  he  certainly  sur- 
passed his  best  previous  performance, 
when  the  big  German  plane  dropped 
out  of  the  mist  on  top  of  them.  The 
cloud-belt  was  less  than  200  feet  above 
them  when  the  German  appeared.  It 
was  Impossible  to  prevent  him  getting 
off  his  first  burst  of  fire.  But  the 
mist  particle*  War*  still  wreathing 
about  his  tail  plane  when  the  ob- 
server's bullets  slsahed  through  his 
engine.  His  dive  became  steeper.  He 
flashed  past  the  British  plane  com- 
pletely  out    of   control,    his   synchron- 


ised   forward    gun    still    firing    wildly 
through  the  propeller. 

"From  this  point  the  story  depends 
on  the  account  given  by  the  observer. 
He  auddenly  felt  the  machine  lurch 
sideways  and  downwards.  Looking 
forward  he  noticed  that  the  pilot's 
head  had  sunk  almost  out  of  sight  be- 
neath the  windscreen.  The  upper 
portion  of  the  windscreen  had  been 
sliced  clear  by  a  bullet,  and  a  cluster 
of  white  raw  wood  scar*  In  the  fuse- 
lage abput  the  cockpit  showed  that 
the  German's  first  burst  of  fire  had 
gone  home  in  the  most  vital  part  of 
the  machine.  The  pilot  recovered 
himself  with  an  effort  and  pulled  the 
aeroplane  back  to  its  course.  But  in 
less  than  a  minute  he  had  collapsed 
a  second  time,  and  the  machine  was 
dropping  like  a  stone  to  tha  earth. 
Again  the  pilot  recovered  himself. 
But  the  effort  to  straighten  out  the 
machine  waa  slower  and  more  pain- 
ful this  time.  He  was  obviously  bad- 
ly wounded,  and  the  observer  could 
get  no  reply  to  his  questions  through 
the  telephone 

By  this  time  they  had  dropped  to 
within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  tho 
earth.    If  the  pilot  lost  consciousness 


again,  the  end  would  be  quick  and 
pertain.  Getting  out  of  his  cockpit 
the  observer  started  to  climb  along 
towards  the  pilot  The  German  anti- 
aircraft gunners  had  ceaaed  firing  for 
fear  of  hitting  their  own  troop*  at 
such  a  low  range.  But  machine  guns 
had  come  Into  action,  and  their  bul- 
lets were  whizzing  dangerously  near 
to  the  laboring  plane.  Tho  machine 
lurched  wickedly  with  the  changing 
balance,  yet  somehow  the  observer 
managed  to  retain  his  hold  until  he 
waa  able  to  awing  hi*  leg  Into  a  safer 
anchorage  on  the  lower  wing- plana 

The  pilot  was  nearly  unconscious 
when  be  arrived.  An  explosive  bullet 
had  burst  in  his  leg,  severing  one  of 
the  main  blood  vessels.  Opening  his 
clasp  knife  with  difficulty,  the  ob- 
served ripped  up  the  sodden  clothing 
and  Jammed  his  thumb*  down  firmly 
on  the  spouting  artery.  He  had  no 
means  of  making'  a  toumlqult.  He 
could  only  maintain  the  ateady  pres- 
sure of  his  hands  while  the  pilot 
dully  steered  the  aeroplane  home.    - 

Three  times  a  bullet  struck  him, 
yet  ha  managed  to  hold  on.  A  land- 
ing In  German  territory  would  have 
brought    them    safety    and    Immediate 


medical  attention.  But  the  informa- 
tion that  they  carried  waa  far  too 
precious  for  either  to  think  of  sur- 
render. 

Both  men  were  nearly  fainting 
when  they  came  safely  to  earth  2,000 
yards  behind  the  firing  line;  but 
anxious  eye*  had  followed  their 
flight  and  an  ambulance,  rushed  up 
In  readlnesa  at  their  approach,  took 
them  safely  into  It*  care.  That  night 
a  German  division,  attacking  in  mass 
at  a  part  of  the  British  line  which 
they  thought  was  thinly  held,  were 
met  with  an  intense  fire  from  artillery 
and  Infantry  that  staggr-red,  broke 
them  up,  and  ended  their  attuck  In  it 
bloody  defeat.

Poa4  upon  them  in  one  phase  or  an- 
other of  this  great  Industry.  Dye- 
making  Itself  is  relatively  a  simple 
and  inexpensive  process  once  you  have 
hit  upon  the  "Intermediate."  and  for 
thirty  roars  the  Gorman  chemists 
have  devoted  themselves  patiently  and 
painfully  to  "Intermediates,"  with,  In 
the  end,  enormous  triumphs.

Still,  the  qualities  are  there, 
and  on  the  whole,  and  .  In  time*  of 
pones,  they  have  perhaps  made  for  a 
more  livable  life  than  the  present  gen- 
eration of  Germans  has  enjoyed.  But 
under  the  terrific  strain  of  this  over- 
long  war  they  have  not  made  far 
strength  and  unity.  The  Government 
hag  dong  its  worst  to  remedy  that 
defect,  to  Jack-boo*  fashion,  by  the 
imposition  of  D.O.R.A.  cousln-german 
to  Prn— ten  militarism  and  possessed 
of  all  the  family  qualities — and  vices. 

One  Is  glad  to  realise,  however,  that 
there  la  a  steadily  growing  feeling  that 
something  more  than  even  mental, 
moral,  and  bodily  discipline  are  need- 
ed If  we  are  to  win  what  we  est  out 
to  win  In  the  war.  '  f 

And  that  la  spiritual  discipline.  If 
we  can  compass  that  all  the  rest  will 
follow. 

The  powers-that-be  practically  call 
upon  us  all  to  put  ourselves  and  all 
we  possess  at  the  disposal  of  the  state 
for  Its  salvation  in  this  time  of  need. 

There  are  higher  powers  still  only 
waiting  to  be  called  upon  for  the  help 
that  1s  go-  sorely  needed* <o  assure  the 
speedy  and  final  triumph  of  right 
over  wrong.  , 

The  Two  Paths 

At  heart  we  all  know  it.  But  we 
are  a  careless,  free-and-easy,  self- 
willed  lot,  and  we  have  wandered  our 
owa  primrosy  ways  so  long  that  we 
find  It  not  easy  to  get  back  to  the 
solid  bed;reck  path,  though  we  recog- 
nise that  it  Is  a  safer  road  to  travel. 

Aad  still  more  do  our  great  leaders 
on  land  and  sea  know  and  feel  It. 

It  is  on  record  that  when  the  tri- 
umphant German  hosts  were  sweep- 
ing on  Paris  In  1114,'  and  suddenly 
swerved  and  gave  It  up,  Lord  Roberts 
was  sitting  with  Lord  Kitchener 
when  the  telegram  announcing  their 
unlooked-for  retreat  was  handed  in. 
Lord  Roberts,  a  firm  believer  In 
prayer,  exclaimed:  "Only  God  Al- 
mighty could  have  done  this."  "Some- 
body must  have  been  praying,"  said 
Lord  Kitchener. 

Neither  of  them  mawkish  or  cant- 
tng~men,  If  you  please. 

And  a  day  or  two  ago  I  cut  from  a 
dally  newspaper — not  given  to  dilat- 
ing on  such  matters,  and  inserted 
simply  as  interesting  items  of  news  on 
two  different  pages — the  following: 
"Victory  Depends  on  Prayer-gOen- 
eral  Sir  W.  Robertson,  In  a  lettf  r  re- 
garding the  Intercession  Service  at 
Queen's  Hall  on  May  7,  says,  'It  la 
only  when  the  whole  Empire  unites 
in  prayer  as  well  as  In  work  that  we 
can  look  forward  with  confidence  to  a 
successful  conclusion  to  this  tragic 
war  and  to  a  just  and  righteous 
peace.'  "  Weighty  words  from  such 
a  man! 

The  second  paragraph  runs:  "Gen- 
eral Foch  and  Prayer. — A  Frenchman 
who  knows  General  Foch  tells  me  he 
Is  an  ardent  believer  In  the  power  of 
prayer.  'We  shall  be  saved  by  it,'  he 
in  this  deadly  struggle.' " 

I  believe  I  am  right  In  saying  that 
Lord  Jelllcoe,  Sir  David  Beatty  and 
Sir  Douglas  Haig  hold  firmly  by  that 
belief  also. 

All  those  are  men  whose  very 
names  carry  weight  with  us  all.  '  It  is 
worth  our  while  to  give  heed  to  them. 
The  knowledge  that  the  whole  nation 
was  doing  so  would  quadruple  their 
confidence  and  that  of  every  man  in 
the  fighting  line  on  land  and  sea. 

I  remember  an  old  story  of  a  par- 
ticularly disreputable  sailorman  who, 
when  his  ship  was  In  the  last  extrem- 
ity and  when  all  the  rest  were  labor- 
ing hard  to  save  her,  suddenly  fell  on 
his  knees  and  began  praying.  And 
the  captain,  finding  him  at  It,  kicked 
him  back  on  duty  with  a  scornful, 
"Keep  your  prayers  for  fine  weather!" 
Foul  Weather  Prayers 

Foul  weather  prayers,  evoked  only 
"by  an  acute  sense  of  danger,  cannot 
count  for  much.  And  formal  inter- 
cession services  do  not  seem  to  me 
likely  to  be  of  much  greater  avail. 

Unless  the  nation's  prayers  for  de- 
liverance from  peril  come  spontan- 
eously from  hearts  earnestly  desirous 
of  aligning  themselves  with  God — of 
cleansing  themselves  of  the  old  con- 
cretions that  have  clogged  them  like 
the  barnacles  on  a  ship's  bottom — of 
substituting  new  Guiding  Lamps  for 
the  old  misleading  will-o'-the-wisps — 
of  casting  aside  the  false  gods  we 
have  followed  and  turning  steadfast- 
ly to  the  True — they  are  not  likely  to 
serve. 

It  Is  no  good  asking  God  to  fight 
en  our  side  unless  we  first  make  our 
side  fit  for  Him  to  fight  on.

"FLIGHT  FROM  TAXATION" 

fAjntore  of  New  German  Budget  Will 

Prevent  Evasion  of  War 

Burdens. 

Much  the  most  remarkable  feature 
of  the  new  German  "budget"  is  the 
"BUI  for  ths  Prevention  of  night  From 
Taxation."  The  following  passages  are 
quoted  from  the  explanatory  statement 
appended  to  the  bill: 

"The  war  leads  inevitably  to  Increases 
ef  taxation  of  ths  most  various  kinds. 
In  Germany,  as  in  ether  belligerent 
countries.  It  will  be  impossible  to  avoid 
further  direct  taxation,  apart  from  the 
building  up  of  the  system  of  Indirect 
taxation.  Attempts  to  escape  from  suoh 
Increased  burdens  by  residence  abroad 
will  all  the  mere  certainly  be  made 
after  the  war,  I  sea  use  tho  states,  wnich 
remain  neutral  will  probably  have  to 
reckon  upon  considerably  smaUer  In- 
creases of  taxation.  It  Is  ths  common 
Intsrest  of  the  empire,  the  federal 
states,  and  the  municipalities  to  psa-

shall  be  liable  to  "personal"  taxation 
In  Germany  for  a  period  of  fire  years 
from  ths  end  of  tht  year  In  which  the 
war  with  all  great  powers  in  ended.  It 
Is  explicitly  stated  that  this  provision 
applies  to  state  taxation  as  well  as  to 
imperial  taxation,  and  that  th*  states 
shall  collect  bn  behalf  of  the  munici- 
palities and*  school  areas  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  amount  of  the  state 
taxes. 

Before  any  taxpayer  gives  up  a  per- 
manent residence  in  Germany  he  must 
provide  security  to  the  amount  of  20 
per  cent  of  his  capital  or  property. 
He  must  give  notice  and  provide  a 
full  statement  of  his  means,  not  less 


than  one  month  before  he  proposes  to 
leave  the  country,  and  he  must  add  to 
his  financial  statement  any  sums 
which  he  has  invested  abroad  since 
August  1.  1914.  and  any  sums  which 
he  has  applied  during  the  same  period 
to  the  purchase  of  precious  metals, 
precious  stones,  or  any  objects  of  "art, 
adornment,  or  luxury."  If  attempts 
are  made  to  evade  taxation  by  gifts  or 
similar  methods,  the  recipients  will 
become  liable  for  the  unpaid  taxes. 
Passports  will  be  withheld  In  all  cases 
when  there  Is  reason  to  suppose  that 
an  attempt  Is  being  made  to  evade 
taxation. 
Applications  for  exemption  may  be 


.  made  upon  the  ground  that  the  emi- 
gration ef  a  particular  person  Is  toi 
the  German  interest,  and  exemption 
can  he  claimed  by  persona  whose  pro-. 
perty  does  not  exceed  the  value  of 
£1,600,  by  persona  who  intend  te  take 
up  permanent  residence  In  "a  German 
colony."  and  by  "Germans  abroad,'* 
who  are  defined  an  follows: 

"Persona  who  before  the  war  were> 
ordinarily  reel  dewt  abroad  without 
possessing  a  residence  tn  Germany, 
who  were  either  staying  temporarily 
In  Germany  at  the  outbreak  of  war, 
or  have  come  to  Germany  *  wring  the 
war,  and  who  return  te  a  foreign 
country  within  one  year  at  latest  after 
Powers."

WINNIPEG  GRAIN  MARKET 

WINNIPEG,  May  81. — In  the  cash 
grain  department  there  was  absolute- 
ly no  demand  for  oats  for  either  ex- 
port, milling  or  feed.  Prices  follow- 
ed -  the  futures,  which  slumped  over 
3  cents  on  the  May  contract.  All 
offerings  were  being  placed  against 
the  contract.

.  OTTAWA,  May  $1.— Fnr  the  first 
two  months  of  the  fiscal  year  customs 
receipts  showed  a  decrease  of  $8,- 
047,890  when  compared  with  the 
same  period  In   1917.

There  was  a  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive of  tha  Conservation  of  Life  League 
on  Wednesday  evening  at  Dr.  Rad- 
nor's office  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  recently 
to  work  out  plans  for  pushing  the 
movement.  A  wall-formulated  pro- 
gramme has  already  been  drawn  up 
by  the  committee,  which  Is  oompoaed 
as  follows:  Mrs.  Margaret  Jenkins, 
chairman;  Miss  Bertha  Winn,  secre- 
tary; Mrs.  J.  L.  Beckwlth.  Mrs.  Liv- 
ingstone. Mrs.  T.  H.  Boyden.  Mrs.  R. 
K.  Young.  Miss  Edith  Bell,  Miss 
Muriel  Grimmer,  Alderman  Peden. 

The  league  Is  wall  aware  of  the 
number  of  organisations  that  have  for 
a  part  of  their  work  tha  welfare  of 
children,  but  it  also  recognises  tbe 
great  lack  of  concentrated  and 
scientific  effort  along  those  lines;  and 
It  is  with  tha  aim  of  accomplishing 
more  thorough  and  practical  organ- 
isation of  all  the  forces  that  It  enters 
upon  Its  work.  The  league  feels  that 
tha  achievements  In  connection  with 
the  conserving  and  protection  of  the 
child  Ufa  of  the  olty  are  not  commen- 
surate with  the  efforts  made,  on  the 
part  of  Individuals  and  societies,  this 
being  due  to  lack  of  co-operation  and 
unity  In  the  cause. 

Seeking  Support 

The  child  welfare  committee  will 
seek  the  financial  and  moral  support 
of  churches,  social,  business  and  fra- 
ternal organisations.  .  representative 
patriotic  orders,  and  all  societies  that 
stand  for  the  higheat  Interests  of  de- 
mocracy and  citizenship  In  the  Em- 
pire. 

The  distinctive  features  of  this  new 
movement  were  summed  up  as  follows 
in  the  report: 

1.  There  will  be  a  scientific  study 
of  delinquency  with  reference  to  >  Its 
causes  and  methods  of  treatment 

2.  An  educational  campaign  will  be 
Inaugurated  to  get  vital  facta  of  de- 
linquency before  the  people. 

8.  An  organization  based  upon  sci- 
entific findings  will  undertake  a  pro- 
gramme of  reform. 

"Perhaps  only  the  social  welfare 
workers  of  the  city,  physicians,  civic 
nurses  and  teachers  in  some  cases, 
are  aware  of  the  adverse  conditions 
under  which  some  children  live.  The 
Initial  work  of  the  committee  will  be 
to  make  a  social  survey  In  order  to  as- 
certain definitely  the  status  and  ex- 
tent of  the  child  problem.  In  Victoria, 
as  in  %vary  city,  there  are  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  delinquency  and 
neglect  over  and  above  those  that  are 
provided  for  by  regular  custodial  and 
charitable  institutions,  cases  that 
need  very  special  help  and  treatment. 
One  of  the  greatest  tasks  will  be  to 
interest  a  number  of  generous  and 
Btrge-vlsloned  persons  to  the  extent 
that  they  will  be  willing  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  an  Individual  child 
for  a  few  months  in  order  to  study  in- 
tensively his  case  under  normal  living 
conditions.  This  is  being  done  m 
many  of  the  large  cities  under  the 
name  of  Big  Brother  and  Big  |  Sister 
Movement,  and  has  proved  the  most 
successful  of  any  one  line  of  Juvenile 
reclamation. 

Specifically  the  aims  of  the  league 
are  mapped  out  as  follows: 

1.  To  urge  upon  civic  and  Provin- 
cial authorities  the  necessity  for  estab- 
lishing mental  and  physical  clinics 
for  the  examination  of  cases.  Vic- 
toria has  made  a  good  start  by  estab- 
lishing a  baby  clinic  in  connection 
with  its  health  department. 

2.  To  Influence  legislation  In  bring- 
ing about  reforms  that  will  bring  to 
the  child  large  benefits. 

3.  To  assist  in  the  enforcement  of 
laws  designed  to  promote  the  health 
and  protection  of  child  life. 

4.  Launch  a  programme  of  prevent- 
ive work  by  alleviating  and  removing 
certain  adverse  social  conditions. 

6  To  lend  assistance  upon  request 
to  any  special  cases  of  neglected  or 
unjustly-treated  children. 

The  league  feels  deeply  that,  In 
view  of  the  present  great  depletion  of 
human  resources  occasioned  by  the 
war  throughout  the  world,  the  move- 
ment for  child  conservation  Is  Imper- 
ative, and  can  be  neglected  only  at  the 
greatest  risk  of  rapid  progress  in  de- 
generation and  decay. 

The  officers  of  the  league  are  Dr. 
Raynor,  president;  Mrs.  Jenkins,  vice- 
president;  Judge  George,  secretary; 
acting-secretary,  Mrs.  Graves. 

ALLIES  MUST  TAKE 

ACTION  IN  SIBERIA 

TOKIO,  May  23— (By  the  Associat- 
ed Press) — On  his  arrival  here  Slgnor 
be  Cuadra,  Italian  Consul  at  Harbin, 
said  that  tho  Russians  in  Siberia 
were  helpless  and  hopeless,  and  that 
the  only  way  of  saving  the  country 
is  by  intervention.

DRIVE  FOR  SHIPPING 
MAKES  GOOD  HEADWAY 

Under  date  of  May  1  the  statistical 
department  of  the  U.S.  Shipping 
Board  reports  In  full  and  In  detail  the 
■hips  already  launched,  completed 
and  aocepted  since  the  shipbuilding 
drive  started.  It  covers  120  vessels, 
the  largest  exceeding  17,000  dead- 
weight tons,  and  the  smallest  2,930 
deadweight  tons.  Thirteen  vessels 
exceeded  12,000  tons,  ten  were  be- 
tween 10.000  and  12,000  tons,  forty 
between  8,000  and  10,000  tons,  nine 
from  7,000  to  8,000  tons,  seven  froth 
5,000  to  7,000  tons,  fifteen  from  3,600 
to  6,000  tons,  and  twenty-four  below 
8,500  tons. 


Beginning  tomorrow  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Coast  Service  will  inaugurate  a 
new  schedule  far  the  triangular  ran 
between  Victoria,  Seattle  and  Van- 
couver that  will  allow  for  a  consider- 
ably longer  stopover  at  this  port.  The 
change  has  bean  agitated  for  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association  for 
several  weeks.  It  being  felt  that  the 
length  of  the  present  stopover  did 
not  give  the  tourist  sufficient  time  In 
Victoria  to  see  the  city. 

A  report  Just  brought  in  by  the 
railway  freights  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  gives  details  of  the 
change  as  follows: 

"The  steamer  has  been  arriving  at 
1:16  p.m.  and  departing  for  Vancou- 
ver at  S  p.m.  Under  the  new  sche- 
dule there  will  be  no  change  in  the 
time  of  arrival,  but  departure  for 
Vancouver  will  be  at  2:45  p.m.,  or  a 
stopover  of  one  hour  and  thirty 
minutes.  This  is  within  fifteen 
minutes  of  the  longest  stopover  ever 
allowed,  and  to  effect  this  the  com- 
pany has  made  changes  in  their  rail- 
way systems,  also  Increased  steamer 
speed.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that 
the  prolonged  steamer  stopover  in 
Victoria  will  not  interfere  with  close 
connection  with  the  Kettle  Valley 
Railway  system. 

"While  your  committee  would  have 
been  pleased  if  the  new  arrangements 
permitted  a  longer  stopover  in  this 
city  In  view  of  the  changes  which 
have  been  worked  out  under  the  pro- 
posed new  schedules  and  extra  cost 
to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany in  Increasing  steamer  speed,  we 
consider  the  arrangement  made  the 
best  possible,  and  we  instructed  your 
secretary  to  convey  tosthe  railway 
company's  officials  the  best  thanks  of 
this  Board  of  Trade  and  an  expres- 
sion of  appreciation  of  what  has  been 
done  in  behalf  of  Victoria." 


NEW  WAY  FOUND  TO 

PROTECT  SHIPS' HULLS 

A  process  by  which  metallic  coat- 
ings, necessary  to  protect  the  hulls 
of  wooden  and  concrete  vessels  from 
the  effects  of  sea  water,  may  be  ap- 
plied at  small  coat  is  being  tried  by 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board.  If 
It  proves  successful.  It  will  obviate  the 
necessity  of  covering  with  expensive 
copper  sheathing  the  hulls  of  wooden 
shlpa 

Copper  or  any  other  material  that 
can  be  drawn  Into  wire  is  fused  and 
atomised  and  under  heavy  air  pres- 
sure by  means  of  a  hand  machine  is 
applied  to  the  surface  to  be  covered. 
It  is  claimed  the  metal  actually  is 
driven  into  the  wood  or  concrete  so 
as  to  form  an  inseparable  coating.

WASHINGTON,  May  81.  —  More 
than  200,000  tons  of  Canadian  ship- 
ping has  been  loaned  to  the  United 
States  Government  to  aid  in  the 
transporting  of  America's  army  to 
Francs.

U-BOAT  RAMMED 
BY  TRANSPORT 


Pirate  Craft  Meets  Just  Fate-

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  May  81.— 
A  German  submarine  lying  In  wait 
(or  transports  carrying  American 
troops  was  rammed  and  sunk  by  • 
large  transport  off  the  Irish  coast  dur- 
ing the  second  week  in  May,  accord- 
ing to  authentic  information  brought 
here  today  by  a  prominent  American 
returning  from  an  important  mis- 
sion to  England. 

The  ship  which  sank  the  submarine 
is  one  of  the  largest  liners  known  to 
American  and  European  travellers 
and  hit  the  U-boat  full  amidships 
after  a  torpedo  had  been  fired  and 
the  transport  was  manoeuvring  to 
make  way  for  accompanying  de- 
stroyers, to  drop  depth  bombs.  It  Is 
reported,  the  American  said,  that 
the  submarine  might  have  been  forc- 
ed to  the  surface  by  one  of  the  ex- 
plosions, but  at  any  rate  it  came  up 
less  than  fifty  yards  in  front  of  the 
liner.

WOUNDED  GERMANS 

REBEL  IN  HOSPITALS 

AMSTERDAM.  May  81.— Drastic 
methods  empmyed  by  the  German 
medical  authorities  in  treating  ner- 
vous patients  in  military  hospitals  In 
Munich  resulted  In  revolts  by  the  pa- 
tients. In  which  wards  were  wrecked, 
according  to  The  Koelnlsche  Volks 
Zeitung.

GENEVA,  May  81.— Religious  pro- 
cessions In  celebration  of  the  Feast  of 
Corpus  Christi  were  not  held  in  the 
archdiocese  of  Cologne  yesterday,  ac- 
cording to  The  Tribune.  Cardinal  von 
Hartmann  forbade  the  procession*  m 
fear  of  Allied  air  raids,  at  the  request 
of  the  oivtl  and  military  authorities. 

The  British  Government  had  prom- 
ised Cardinal  von  Hartmann  that 
there  would  be  no  bombing'  of  Cologne 
during  the  time  of  the  Corpus  Christi 
procession  In  that  city.  The  request 
was  made  by  the  Cardinal  through  tha 
Vatican.  Serious  damage  has  been 
caused  in  Cologne  recently  by  British 
bombers. 


ITAUAN  SOCIALIST 

EDITOR  IS  ARRESTED 

MILAN.  Italy.  May  81.— Menottl 
Serratti,  editor  of  the  Socialist  news- 
paper Avanti,  was  arrested  here  today 
in  connection  with  his  activities  at 
Turin  at  the  time  of  the  revolt  there 
last  year. 

Serratti  is  a  member  of  the  central 
committee  of  the  Italian  Socialist 
party.  "The  red  days  of  Turin,"  as  the 
rioting  in  Turin  last  year  became  to 
be  known  In  Italy,  began  on  August 
27  and  lasted  several  days.  The 
Italian  authorities  wpre  obliged  to  use 
machine  guns  against  the  rioters,  and 
some  barricades  in  the  streets  were  de- 
stroyed by  bombs  thrown  from  air- 
ships. No  official  figures  have  been 
published  as  to  the  number  of  dead 
and  wounded  In  the  riots.
